The company claims it can send 
eight and receive eight dispatches at the seme 
time over the same wire. The two wire* in use 
between here and Cleveland are steel, heavily 
insulated in copper. 
The poles are thirty 
feet hieh, of unu-ual sir. and strength, forty 
of them to a mile. I t is claimed that 
to9 wires 
are 
of 
such supreme 
con­ 
ductivity 
that 
the 
electric 
current 
on them wi'l not be disturbed by atmospheric 
changes. 
They claim these improvements 
will bring Chicago, telegraphically, a* near 
New York as Philadelphia, and Ban Fran­ 
cisco as near as Cleveland, compared with 
the best wire now io n?e. The comital stock 
ot the company is §21,000,000, is §100 shares.

Colonel Gilmer spent th ee ver.ri after the 
war in the south of Europe.

he was entertained in literary and military 
circles.

Here, during the July, 1877, ri >ts, Gilmer 
displayed great cour ga and military tact.

He was highly 
connected by birth and marriage.

She Í3 indignant with “ s 
lad called Vernon Harconrt ” for writing 
“ inflated and bom bastic” letters to the 
Times, for abusing her “ dear Kmperor,” 
the Third Napoleon ; 
sneers at Landseer 
for being “ faithful to bis worship of lords,” 
and tells a saying of the late Alexander 
Smith, the impertinence and gracelessness 
of which seemwell-nightincredible. Carlyle 
Í3 accused of writing according to the ill- 
humor of the moment, and without the 
slightes regard to consistency and truth : 
Macready is blamed for his “ most offensive 
mannerism ;” 
and Thackeray wins 
no 
praise for 
‘ Eim oud,’ which she finds 
“ tireaomely long.” 
“ The English novels 
of these dajys,” she w rites,” in 1853, “ seem 
to me the more detestable the one than the 
other. 
Dickens all cant ( Liberal cant, the 
worst sort) and caricature ; Thackeray all 
cynicism, with an affectation of fashionable 
experience ; and the lady writers, the Miss 
Jewsburys, the Miss Lyons, and, tutie 
/¡ueste, emulous of the passion and doing ■ 
George Sand, without her grossness, bu 
also w ithout her genius and her beauty 
Miss Mitford’s heart was open as day, and 
her strong feelingB often overpowered her 
judgment. 
She declares that justice was 
not done by the newspapers to an oratorio 
called “ Jerusalem ,” because the composer 
was a gentleman, well born, and highly 
educated. 
“ Henry Chorlev, who gives 
the tone to the musical critics, had the 
audacity to tell me so ;” 
3nd she adds : 
“ Truly, of all the fine things Louis N a­ 
poleon is doing for Franco, none, to my 
mind, is so valuable as the putting dowu 
of journalism. 
Tnat 
viie' engine, 
the 
pres3, is to genius of modern times what 
the rack was of old, 
I abhor it, not on 
my own account, for to me it is civil 
enough, but on the score of my betters,”-

POISONING 
A WAR HOReE. 


General Meade’s war horse, after living 
tof^the age of 30 years, died of a dose of 
poison from a friendly baud one day last 
week. 
The scene ia thus sketched : “ The 
horse looked up with a puzz’ed air as Dr, 
Davis clambered up into the tree and made 
the halter fast to one of the branches, se­ 
curing his head high up in the air. 
Baldy 
in life was as fruitful as brave, and he swal­ 
lowed with all confidence the two ounces of 
cyanide of potash that was poured down 
his throat. 
He took just as readily half a 
pint of vinegar. The latter liquid instantly 
freed the prussic acid in the first potion. 
Baldy braced himself fore and aft, shud­ 
dered twice convulsively, and then as the 
doctor loosened the halter he fell to the 
ground. 
A few more struggles aud the old 
war horse stertorously breathed his gallant 
life away. 
Baldy was bred in the ranks. 
He was a handsome brown horse with four 
white feet and a white blsze on his face. 
He was deep in the brisket, had a grand 
forearm, a rare set of legs, and a small, 
well-shaped head neatly set on an arched 
neck. If there was a fault in his conforma­ 
tion, 03 viewed yesterday, it was his unu­ 
sual length of barrel, but his tru ly -formad 
legs were in his best days well able to carry 
him to victory and glory. 
The horse wae 
originally the property of General Baker, 
w' o rode him in the engagement at Draios- 
ville, Va., and in the first battle of Bull 
Run. 
General Meade bought him for $100 
at Washington, and bestrode him on two 
daye of the seven days’ battle that began 
at Mechanic8vi!!e. 
He carried the General 
in the second battle of Buil Run, and re­ 
ceived a bullet ia the near hind leg. 
A t 
Antietam ho again carried his master 
bravely in the fight until felled by a bullet 
that passed clean through his neck. 
The 
General dismounted and left his charger, 
as he thought, dead upon the field. 
Later 
on, however, on again traversing the ground 
near the spot where the horse fell, the horse 
waa found by John Marley, Meade’s body 
servant, quietly browsing cn the field of 
battle. 
A t Gettysburg both Baldy and hia 
ridrr were wounded. 
A bullet pierced the 
saddle flap and lodged in the horse, passing 
between two of his ribs. 
An unsuccessful 
search was made for this bullet yesterday. 
The rib where the bullet had deflected was 
visibly chipped, aDd Dr. Davis gave it aa 
his opinion that the missile h sl «nose- 
qnently worked its way out throu. 
a sad­ 
dle sore.

If we wish to excel in the art of figure- 
painting we must know anatomy, a most 
im portant branch of science; and, as a 
m atter of fast, many artists study anatomy 
as minutely as many surgeons do ; and in 
the old days, when the artist and the poet 
were more saturated with the knowledge 
of the time than they are now, we find the 
great Leonardo 
at once 
professor of 
anatomy and founder of a school 
of 
paiuting as 
yet 
unsurpassed. 
If 
we 
pass from 
the figure 
to 
ornamental 
design, or if we wish to show objects 
in perspective, is not every line, whether 
straight or curved, dominated by an ap­ 
peal 
to 
geometry ? 
Again, 
suppose 
we 
take 
landscape. 
H re 
we meet 
with 
pnenomena 
of 
color 
as 
much 
regulated by law as are the phenomena 
of form, and an anatomy of color ia fast 
being formulated, which to the artist of the 
future will be as precious as the anaurmy 
of form has been in the past, and will ever 
continue to be. 
Let us take, for instance, 
an artist who wishes to paint a sunset, one 
of the most magnificent sights which it is 
given to man to witness. 
The sky is 
covered with clouds here and there, and 
not only do the colors of the clouds vary, 
almost from moment to moment, but in all 
cases they present the strongest contrast 
to the color 
of 
the 
sky itself. 
The 
artist is bewildered, and finds each effect 
th at he would seize to be so transient 
that at last he gives up in despair the 
attem pt to note down the various tints. 
But the possession of a knowledge of the 
part played by the lower strata of our at­ 
mosphere in absorbing now one and now 
another of the components of the light of the 
setting sun, would change this despair 
into a joy almost beyond 
expression. 
For the bewildering changes of color are 
then discovered to be bound together by a 
law as beautiful as the effects themselves. 
There is another point of view. 
One is 
frequently pained in seeing in an otherwise 
noble work of art evidences that the artist 
was crassly ignorant of the phenomena he 
attem pted to represent, and in hie attem pts 
to transcend nature had only succeeded ia 
’caricaturing her; painting, for example, a 
rainbow in perspective, or a moon with its 
darkside turned toward thesettingsun. Yet 
these are almost trifles, and, in fact, here we 
have the excuse of the ignorant artist— 
now, I am thankful to say, the representa­ 
tive of a class that is fast disappearing— 
for his defense is, that he has nothing to do 
w ith such small matters, and that accuracy 
of this kind may quite properly be sac­ 
rificed to secure the balance ot his picture.

A BLOODY 
SUPERSTITION. 


During the reign of Philip II. of Spain 
the Government spies in the province of 
Malaga made a curious discovery7. 
In the 
highest valleys of the Alpujarras, and sur­ 
rounded by a population of recently-con­ 
verted Moors, they found a tribe of moun­ 
taineers whose vernacular was as different 
from the Arabian as from the Spanish lan­ 
guage, and whose neighbors believed them 
to be descendants from the ancient Iberi­ 
ans. 
Toe Ghabirs, as the Moors called 
them, were a most primitive and harmless 
race ; their food consisted of the vegetable 
products of the peaceful valley ; their only 
religious function in sacrificing milk and 
fiuita to the spirit of the mountains. 
A 
few weeks aftf-r the discoverer had made 
his report to the Holy Office, a detachment 
of troopers and monks invaded the Alpu- 
jarras, the Ghabirs were dragged to Velez 
Malaga and burned by order of the Grand 
Inquisitor. 
Their crime could not be con­ 
doned ; they bad disregarded the procla­ 
mation of 1562, and evaded tithes and 
baptism for seven years, 
in vain they 
pleaded 
their 
poverty, 
their 
an­ 
cient 
customs, 
and 
their 
ignorance 
of 
the 
Spanish 
language; 
“ they 
were all invested with the xanb*nito,” 
says the chronicler. “ aud broiled to death 
with the proper ceremonies." 
The shrieks 
of the victims were heard at I.oii, and for 
three days the harbor of Velez was filled 
with the stench of burned human fl-rsb. It 
was a most edifying auto da f t — “ an act of 
faith.” 
The same faith had filled the 
Netherlands with blood and horror, had 
raged like the Black Death among the 
helpless aborigines of the New W orld, and 
had orthodoxed Spain by the systematic 
suppression of freedom, common sense, 
manhood, industry, aud science. 
And yet 
th at monstrous superstition had undoubt­ 
edly supporters who honestly m istook it 
tor the purest aud most beneficent of all 
possible creeds. 
But we may be equally 
sure that mere ignorance would never have 
produced such delusions. 
The worst delu­ 
sions are not the primitive ones, not the 
crude superstitions of a primitive people. 
The dogmas of an Ashantee r&in-maker are 
harmless compared with those of a Spanish 
Inquisitor. 
W e find priests aDd ignorance 
bom in Ashantee and in Spam, but with 
this difference, that iu Ashantee ignorance 
produces the priests, while in Spam the 
priests produce ignorance.—[Felix L. Os­ 
wald, in Popular Science Monthly. 


Are the contractors engaged in pulling 
down the burnt Palace of the TuilerieB 
aware that they are aiso laying a ghost ? 
It is doubtful, for the legend of the Red 
Specter who haunted and may still haunt, 
the building is now almost forgotten. Y et 
it is not so long ago that the goblin, who 
showed himself on the eve of great dis­ 
asters, was mentioned with bated breath, 
not only in the palace but by many of the 
inhabitants of the Louvre Quarter. 
There 
ia no record to show when he first took np 
his lodging at the Tuileries, but it is af­ 
firmed that he disclosed his existence there 
most unmistakably during the great revolu­ 
tionary period. 
A few days before the 
terrible 10th of August, 1793—so the story 
goes—Marie A ntoinette’s women were sit­ 
ting in the ¡Salle des Gardes, when they 
became suddenly aware of the presence of 
a small man clothed from crown to beel in 
scarlet, who looked at them with such un­ 
earthly eyes that they w er^frozen with 
terror. 
They rnshed to the apartment of 
Madame la Dauphine and related their ad­ 
venture. 
The next apparition of the Red Man 
■was in 1814, in the presence of the little 
King of Rome and his attendants ; and the 
red figure was again seen, according to 
report, a little before the death of Louis 
X V III., this time in the Grierie du Louvre. 
In 1S15, however, much discredit was 
thrown upon the ghost’s existence by the 
practical jokiug of Bonie art students at­ 
tached to Gros’ studio at the Louvre. 
Some of the Louvre apartments had been 
placed at the disposal of ruiaed emigrants 
who had returned to France and found a 
protectoress in the Dachesse d’Angouleme. 
Among these were two old maiden ladies 
and a Knight of St. Louis, who were din­ 
ing together one evening, when to their 
supreme astonishment a “ grand diable 
rouge ” 
came down the chimney, and 
snatching a leg ot muttou from the table 
disappeared with it by the way he came. 
The 
incident 
was 
reported to 
the 
Duohcss, 
who 
sought 
the 
presence 
of the King, and with tears pouring down 
her face declared 
her 
conviction that 
some great misfortune was impending. The 
King laughed at his niece’s fears and sent 
for a chimney-sweeper. 
A boy who went 
up the chimney to look for the “ diable 
rouge ” did not return. 
A man was then 
sent up, but nothing more was seen or 
heard of him. 
The greatest excitement 
reigned in the palace, and at length a fire­ 
man undertook to explore the haunted 
chimney. 
He returned and explained the 
mystery. 
It appeared th at the chimney 
passed by Gros’s studio, aud th at his 
pupils, by making a hole in the wall, were 
enabled to play these pranks upon illustri­ 
ous personages. 
They had made the two 
sweepB their confederates, bnt the fireman 
was not to be bribed. 
A w riter in one of 
the Paris papers who recalls this anecdote 
relates in all seriousness the circumstances 
under which the genuine goblin of the 
Tu-leries made his final appearance. It wa9 
iu 1871, during the last <iays of the Com­ 
mune. 
The journalist had the story, he 
says, from the lips of the witness, who 
trembled while lie told it. 
He was a 
at the Louvre, and while mak- 
accustomed 
round 
one 
night, 
iu 
hand, 
through 
the 
silent 
he 
observed 
iu 
the 
d’Apollon 
a 
human 
form 
standing against a window, with crossed 
arms and drooping head, in an attitude of 
profound affliction. 
Believing he had sur­ 
prised a robber, the concierge made toward 
the intruder, who thereupon disappeared 
in most mysterious faBfcion. 
He tried to 
persuade himself that his senses had de­ 
ceived him, when oa reaching the Grande 
Gaierie he saw the same figure again, in 
the same melancholy posture. 
On being 
challenged the form vanished. 
The official 
then remembered the legend of the Homme 
Rouge, and lost no time in regaining the 
street. 
Presently he returned with some 
of his comrades, to whom he had related 
w hat he had seen; hat this time the search 
for the goblin was fruitless, and wa3 cut 
short by another kind, of apparition—a lu­ 
rid glare in the sky.

T r e p a n n in g in P r e h is t o r ic T im e s — 
Oac of the most curious traces of primitive 
belief which have ci me down to us is found 
in the trepanned skulls which have been 
discovered in several caves and dolmens of 
France belonging to the earlier portion of 
tho new stone age. Dr. Paul Broea har de­ 
voted a pamphlet to the description of these 
trepanned skulls and the discussion ol their 
significance. The fact is certain that a great 
number of these skulls were trepanned du­ 
ring lifetime, probably in infancy and early 
youth, and that they healed up again, the 
subject of tli* operation surviving it for 
many years. 
M. Broca supposes this tre ­ 
pano it-,. *o have constituted a sacred rite 
of s i 
s -rt. 
For we find that the Bkulls 
of tm -« v ry persons who had undergone 
the ■ - -ra on in their lifetime were after 
death ; objected .again to the same opera­ 
tion. 
A liiimocr of small disks were cut 
from the 
in such aw ay that each disk 
contained a portion of the cicatrized edge 
made by the original trepanning. 
These 
disks were used as amulets by living per­ 
sons. But the skull thus treated was in its 
turn provided with one of theBo talismanic 
disks in place of those which had been cut 
from rtself. 
From this custom M. Broca 
hss argued a belief in the survival of the 
dead mao, and supposed that the disk was 
placed with tbe skull to serve as a kind of 
viaticum into another world.—[The Satur­ 
day Review.

THE JAPANESE. 


Japan, said Dr. Samuel Kneeland, in a 
recent lecture, is the most beautiful coun­ 
try in the world. Every thing appears like 
a miniature garden, and the pagodas and 
temples, houses and hovels and hills and 
mountains, form a scene not easily de­ 
scribed. 
The port at which all strangers 
arrive is Yokohama, a largo city of a hun­ 
dred thousand inhabitants. 
Tac harbor is 
crowded with 
junk», and 
a 
class of 
boats which 
correspond 
to 
our 
gnn- 
boats. 
T.ie 
men 
on 
these 
fl >ating 
store3 
look 
very 
peculiar, 
something 
like 
animated 
haystacks. 
Their 
dress 
consists of straw woven together, and their 
hat and shoes ditto. 
Tne sh o -s are also 
used by residents on shore, and cost the 
large sum of one cent. 
W hy they are so 
cheap ia because they only last about two 
davs. 
One thing noticeable in the streets of 
Japanese towns is the lack of horses as a 
means of passenger conveyance. 
Instead, 
there is a sort of large baby carriage, juat 
big enough to hold a man, and it is drawn 
by a cooiy, or laborer, in front, and pushed 
from behind by another c 10’y. 
These 
coolies are remarkable for their endurance. 
They always trot when in motion, aud have 
been frequently known to make fifty miles 
a day. 
This exercise makes them very 
muscular, bnt, as a rule, they die youug 
on account of over-exertion. 
Another feature of Japanese cities is the 
tea-houses, of which tbera arc a large num­ 
ber, and the ceremony g me through in get­ 
ting a meal at one of them ia very imposing 
to a stranger. 
Every tea-house has a few 
girls, all of whom are very pretty, to danoe 
and otherwise exercise themselves for tha 
amusement of tbe guests. 
Besides them, 
there are jugglers, who perform many won­ 
derful and difficult tricks. 
A bill of fare 
which is given a stranger, or native, is 
soup, raw fiih, shrimps and sandwiches. 
Q rite another distinctive feature of Ja- 
pau is the beds, or cots, as they might be 
called. 
If the unwary stranger does not 
happen to have a box of insect-destroyer 
about him, he will learn what this dis­ 
tinctive feature is, without being told. The 
married women, continued th-r lec‘urer, 
have a disgusting habit of blacking t ’-.eir 
teeth. 
It is quite a benefit to the young 
men, this habit, for it enables them to tell 
a married from an unmarried woman, thus 
preventing their making love to the wrong 
party. 
Tuere are two forms of worship 
among the Japanese—the worship of idols, 
and the worship of Buddha. 
The temples 
and pagodas are exquisite in workmanship, 
and are almost tawdry on account of the 
number of ornaments on them. 


LiN I-LO ItD 
AND 
TENANT 
QUESTION. 


The Albany Law Journal narrates a 
Minnesota decision which may be caution­ 
ary to tenants of apartments, offices, and 
French fiats. 
The owner of a building in 
Minneapolis let the various stories of it to 
different persons. 
As may be supposed, 
neither tenant hired the roof, and nothing 
was said in the brief, somewhat informal 
agreements made about the duty of keep­ 
ing tbe roof in repair. 
In course of time 
the roof grew leaky ; no one repaired i t ; 
a rain-storm occurred, and water perco­ 
lated through tbe walls and floors, and 
drenched and ruined the stock of goods of 
the tenant ou the ground floor, a dealer in 
firearms and ammunition. 
H e sued the 
owner of the building for damages, but the 
Court held th at the owner and general land­ 
lord is not bound, even where the building 
is let in portions, to make repairs unless he 
has agreed to do so, or tbe structure is be­ 
coming a nuisance. 
No doubt this is the 
rule when a tenant hires a whole building, 
but we think that in this city the popular 
understanding is that tenants of an office, 
an " apartm ent,” or a flat are entitled to 
look to the landlord to keep roof, hall, 
stairs and the like in reasonable repair. 
Must they algo stipulate forthia in so many 
words ? 
The Minnesota rule is surely very 
inconvenient, f ir if the landlord need not 
repair the roof the several tenants must 
each have an implied right to do so, and 
after any heavy storms ten or a dozen of 
dwellers nnder a leaky roof may gather 
npon it, squabbling as to how it shall be re­ 
paired. 
If such he the law tenants should 
understand it.—[N. Y. Times.

Tne thfee essential conditions on which 
the production of volcanic phenomenaseems, 
in Mr. Judd’s opinion, to depend, are the 
following : “ First, th9 existence of certain 
apertures or cracks communicating between 
the interior and the nurface of the earth ; 
secondly, the presence of m atter in a highly 
heated condition beneath the surface ; and 
thirdly, the existence of great quantities of 
water imprisoned in the subterranean re­ 
gions— which water, escsp’ug as steam, 
gives rise to all those soiive phenomena we 
have been describing.” 
Regarding the first 
of the above three conditions of volcanic 
phenomena—cracks or fissures in the earth’s 
crust—Prof. Judd, in the work In question, 
has added largely to tha existing knowl­ 
edge on the subject. 
He has contributed 
also not only to our knowledge of the 
causes aud operations of volcanic phenom­ 
ena, bnt to what we know of their uses in 
the economy ef the li.ifur.l w or'J. 
The 
materials ej -cte l from volcano- s during an 
eruption are not, as many may think a 
wholly useless collection of debris. 
Oa 
the other hand, much of w hat is thus 
thrown out Í3 of consideran.e commercial 
value. The volatile substances issuing from 
volcanic vents are at once deposited v. hen 
they come into contact w ith the cool at­ 
mosphere ; others form new compounds 
with one another and the constituents of 
the atmosphere ; while others, again, com­ 
bine with the materials of the surrounding 
rocks and form fresh chemical compounds 
with acme of their ingredients. 
Too de­ 
posits which are thus ccutinual'y accumu­ 
lating on the sides and lips of vol-anic 
fissures, consist of sulphates, chlorides, 
sal-amoniac, sulphur, etc. A t \ jlcano reg­ 
ular chemical works havo been established 
by a Scotch firm in the crater of the vol­ 
cano, a great number of workmen briDg 
engaged in collecting the materials which 
are deposited around the fissures, and 
which are renewed by the volcanic ac­ 
tion almost as scoa as they are removed. 
This work, as one may readily suppose, is 
not at all times carried on with safety ; f< r 
in 1S73 a sudden outburst of activity 
within the crater rock took place before the 
workmen could escape, and s verol of them 
were severely burned by the explosions.

Since its glorious notes firBt rang 
out upon the air, it has b ein inseparably 
connected w ith th e history of every political 
m ovem ent, and it baa roused to enthusiasm 
th e som etim es sleeping energies of the 
people. 
France is now a republic, and 
“ T he M arseillaise” baa been one oí the 
m ost pow erful instrum ents in m aking her 
so. 
U pon th is sub ject M . de Lam artine 
gives the follow in g: Thera was, in 1792, a 
young artillery officer in th e garrison at 
Stra bourg. 
i l i s cam e w as R ouget De 
1’Iaie. 
H o w as born iu Lousle-Sauliner, in 
Jura, a country of thou gh t and energy, as 
are alw ays th e m ountain tow ns. T his young 
m an loved w ar lik e a soldier, revolution like 
a philosopher. 
H e charm ed, by hia m usic 
3i»d verses, th e lazy im patience of the garri­ 
son. 
Courted for hia doable talent, for 
h is m usic and poetry, he frequented freely 
th e house of D eiln ch , patriot of A lsace, 
and M ayor of Strasbourg. 
Tne wifu and 
young daughters of D eitrich shared the en ­ 
thusiasm 
for 
patriotism an.) revolution, 
P* 
. , 
, 
w hich p alpitated especially on th e from 
tiers. 
T h ey adm ired the young officer ; 
th ey inspired his heart, hia poetry, his 
m usic. 
T tiev perform ed th e first of hia 
m usical inspirations, 
confident th a t his 
genius 
w ould 
even tu ally m ake 
itself 
know n. 
It w as th e 
w inter of 
1792 
W an t reigned in Strasbourg. 
T he home 
of D eitrich 
w as poor, th e board frugal, 
b u t 
h o sp ita b le; 
for R ou get De l’Iale, 
th e 
yonng 
m an, 
w as 
6eated 
there 
m orning 
and evening, 
lik e a son and 
brother of the fam ily, 
One day, when 
there had only been som e bn ad aud som e 
slices of sm oked ham upon the 
table, 
D eitrich looked at D e l ’l-.le w ith a sad 
calm , and said : “ A bundauce fails at our 
feasts, 
but w h at m atter if enthusiasm 
does n ot fail at our civil feasts, and cour-* 
age iu our soldiers’ hearts ? 
I have still 
one la st b ottle of w ine in m y cedar ; let it 
be brought ! ” he said to one of his daugh­ 
ters, “ and w e w ill drink to lib erty and to 
our country. 
Strasbourg ought have soon 
a patriotic celebration, aud D e i’ieie should 
draw up, w ith these last drops, one of 
those hym ns which can carry to the souls 
of th e people th e eathusiasm from whence 
th ey sprang.” 
T he young girls applauded, 
brought the wine, filled the glaeses of their 
old father and the young officer til! the liq ­ 
uor w as exhausted. 
It was m tdniuht, and 
th e cold w ithou t wa3 intense. 
D : i’lele 
was thoughtful ; his heart was touched. 
T he coid seized him , and he entered his 
solitary cham ber tottering. 
H e sought 
slow ly for inspiration, first in th e palpita­ 
tion of his citizen ’s soul, then upon the 
keys of his artist’s instrum ent, com poeing 
first the air w ithou t th e words, then the 
w ords 
w ithou t th e air, aud associating 
them in Buch a w ay in bis thoughts that he 
w as not a'ulo to tell him self w hether notes 
or verso were born first, and so th a t it wa3 
im possible to separate the poetry from the 
m usic, and th e sentim en t from th e expres­ 
sion. 
H e sang on ly, and w rote not at all. 
O vercom e w ith th is divin e inspiration, he 
fell asleep w ith h¡B head upon th e in stru ­ 
m ent, and did not w ake till th e m orning 
sun was bright.

before recurred to his m em ory vaguely, like 
th e im pressions of a dream. H e w rote them , 
noted them , and hastened to the house of 
D ietrich .

hands, the lettu oes for w inter. 
The wife 
and daughters of the old patriot 'had not 
y e t arisen.

T he eld est daughter of-D iet- 
rich played the accom panim ent.

sang. 
A t the first verse the faces paled ; 
at the second, tears flowed ; at the last 
verses, the delirium of enthusiasm broke 
forth. 
D ietrich ’s w ife, his daughters, the 
father, th e yonng officer, threw them selves 
w eeping into each other’s arms, 
The n a­ 
tional hym n w as found. 
A las ! it could 
also be the hym n of terror. 
T ne unfortun­ 
ate D istrieh waa led, a few m onths later, 
to the scaffold, to the sound of th ese very 
notes horn at his ow n fireside, in the heart 
of his friend, aud th e voices of h is daugh­ 
ters. 
T he new song, perform ed som e days 
later at Strasbourg, flaw from tow n to 
tow n 
am ong 
all 
the 
popular 
orches­ 
tras. 
M arseilles adopted it in the com ­ 
m encem ent of its career, and finally at the 
m eetings of the clubs. 
T he people of 
M arseilles spread it throughout France, 
w h ile singing it on their route. 
From that 
it cam e to have the nam e of “ The M ar­ 
seillaise.” 
T h e oid m other of De 1’Isle, 
royalist, 
and very pious, 
frightened 
at 
these reverbera’ions of her son’s voice, 
w rote him : “ W hat is th is revolutionary 
hym n w hich is sung b y a horde of brigands 
w ho traverse France, and w ith w hich I 
hear your nam e m ingled ?” 
Da l’Isle him ­ 
self, proscribed as a royalist, listened to 
it, trem bling, resounding as a m enace of 
death in his ears, w hile flying to hide him ­ 
self in th e lo fty A lps. 
“ W h at Í3 th is 
hym n called ?” he asked his guide. 
“ T he 
M arseillaise,” replied th e peasant. 
I t is 
tha3 th a t he learned th e nam e of his own 
work. 
H e w as follow ed by the enthusiasm 
th a t he had left behind him. 
H e hardly 
escaped in death. 
T he 
weapon turned 
against the hand th a t had forged it. 
T he 
revolution, in a fit of in sanity, k n ew no 
longer her ow n voice, 
T he announcem ent of the 
fortnight’}7 
A r t 
InUrrthawje, lar 1SS3, claim s th a t it 
has been and .w ill be interested in no school 
or clique, w ill have no private projects to 
further, aud w ill be, as heretofore, liberal 
in all its view s. 
I t w ill continuo to pre­ 
sent w h at is n ew est and b est in art w ith ­ 
o u t being blind to the faults of ferc’gn 
w ork or lavish in praise of A m erican. 
Its 
-editors believe th a t the U nited S tates are 
destin ed to becom e in the near future the 
canter of the w orld of art, as France is to ­ 
day. 
Its purpose is expressed in th e fol­ 
low ing creed: 
“ To popularize Am erican 
art ; to touch th e m inor a n a ; to dignify 
decorative a r t ; to prom ote good tas*e in all 
thin gs ; to be a fhesb, pare, entertaining, 
in stru ctive, serviceable art journal, fitted 
for every household.” 
W h ile the right to 
these claim s and tbe likelihood o f th e ful­ 
fillm ent of ouch aspirations are conceded to 
th is little fortnightly, there are fields in art 
w hich one m ight hope it w ould attem p t if 
the sin ew s wore provided. 
A great deal of 
ta s'e and judgm ent sre show n in the ap ­ 
pearance of its pages, and the w ocd-cnts 
are abundant and often excellent. 
A s a 
chronicle of art new s and art gossip it hns 
m e r it; its book review s are fair and in 
good quantity, but the original in tention 
of th e fortn igh tly has not been greatly 
varied from, aud it still rem ains a periodi­ 
cal for beginners in art only. 
I t w as to be 
hoped th a t in 1883 th e A r t Interchange 
w ould, w h ile retaining its present excellen t 
efforts in th e low er spheres of art work, 
begin to take a stand in the editorial part 
w hich w ould perm it of w ider and deeper 
view s of m atters relating ta Am erican and 
foreign art. 
T he spirit of th e little b i­ 
m onth ly has alw ays been right and th e 
results good as far as th ey w en t. 
I t is 
tim e th a t m ore space should be given to 
th ou gh tfu l articles and review s. 
B a t per­ 
haps th is is asking more than th e present 
m anagem ent of tb s sheet can undertake. 
The U n ited S tates ought really to feel 
extrem ely grateful for the solicitude f or her 
artistic 
w elfare show n by collectors in 
Europe. 
I had only just replied to an nn- 
know u correspondent in Germany w ho asks 
m e, for a consideration, to assist him in 
carrying out a philanthropic deBiro to bene­ 
fit N ew Y ork by prom oting the sale here 
of his collection of old m asters, w hen I 
am urged by som e one else to aid in th e ac­ 
quirem ent for the M etropolitan M useum of 
A rt of “ th e collection of art work», an­ 
tiq u ities, and curios of 
H err Christian 
H am m er, at Stockholm , S w ed en .” 
T he 
sum a-ked for the latter collection is a m ere 


trifle— only §580,000. 
If w e are to se­ 
cure this bargain, how ever, w e have no tim e 
to lose. 
I t is true th at “ the collector 
and proprietor has expressed him self as 
preferring to Eend his treasures to A m er­ 
ica ,” but according to a w riter in Truth, 
“ the 
R ussian G overnm ent has already 
made one offer, and the H err is expecting 
another from E n glan d ,” and it is perhaps 
too m uch to hope th at he w ill rem ain in ­ 
different to the offers of perhaos m illions 
from th e effete m onarchies of Europe, in ­ 
stead of th e paltry baff m illion— we risk 
knocking tiff th e odd §80,000—for w hich 
he m ay be prevailed upon to sell his col­ 
lection to us because we are a republic. 
T nat “ republics are u n gratefu l” has b e­ 
com e a bv-w ord and a reproach. 
L9t us 
prove to H err Christian H am m er th at ours 
is an exception to tb s rule. 
W e m ust ro t 
allow him to m ake th is sacrifice.-—[A rt 
M agazine.

A profusion of hair brushes and 
pencils and stick s of India ink are w ithin 
reach. 
T he right hand is held steady by 
th e w rist, resting in th e left band as a 
support. 
H e worKS rapidly, in a free and 
vigorous maun«r, m aking every stroke of 
his brush tell. 
In the Jou rn al of the Society of A rts it 
is stated th at M. M arcy has m ade a com- 
1 m unication as to the Eetv proects of Chas. 
P etis called 
“ sim iligravore,” for repro­ 
ducing photographs on m etals, so as to 
print from them in th e ordinary w ay and 
at th e sam e tim e surrounded by explana­ 
tory type.

ABO U T 
COCHINEAL. 


Cochineal, as found in trade, Í3 th e dried 
body o? the fem ale cochineal insect, w hich 
lives on a species of cactus. 
D uring life it 
is about tho size of a sm all ladybug. 
It is 
rather long, com pressed, equally broad all 
ever, aviDgleas, and m arked behind w ith 
deep incisions and w rinkles. T he cochineal 
in sect has six feet, w hich nevertheless are 
only of use d irectly after birth. 
It fastens 
itseif upon th e plant by m eans of a trunk 
placed betw een th e forefeet, and remains 
there till it d ies 
T he sap of th e plant 
provides th is little anim al w ith nourish- ¡ 
m eut. The m ale cochineal insects resem ble 
th e fem ale on ly during th e larva state. 
They change into th e chrysalis, and soon 
com e forth as sm all red flies. 
T ee famale 
then lays som e thousands of eggs, and be­ 
com es 
covered 
w ith a 
w h ite powder. 
She 
protects 
th e 
eggs 
under 
her 
body, aud hatches them , so to speak, in 
th is wav. 
W hen the young insect appears, 
the m other dies. 
T he yonng are now in 
tho larva sta te, and the sex cannot be 
discerned. 
T hey 
lose their skin several 
tim es, and the fsm aie then fixes herself on 
th e plant. T he m ales, after parsing through 
th e pupa state, ere w inged. 
Their whole 
.period of life is from tw o to three m orths. 
The cochineal insects are gathered shortly 
before they lay eggs, and they are then 
very rich in coloring m atter. 
O nly su f­ 
ficient eggs are laid as may serve to repro­ 
duce th e insect. 
T he dead fem ales are 
also collected. 
T hey are k illed w ith hot 
water or steam , aud dried in th e sun, in 
ovens, or on plates. 
T hey have a brown, 
red, w hite, or black color, and lose in the 
drying tw o-th ird s of their w eight. 
A fter 
drying th e cochineal is sieved. 
A bout 70,­ 
000 insect3 go to m ake a pound of coch i­ 
neal. 


C r i m i n a l s 
a n d 
P u n i s h m e n t . — The 
present penal 
system is evid en tly defec­ 
tive, and y e t it is difficult to su¿gert an 
im provem ent. 
Im prisonm ent has little 
terrors for th e vicious classes, inasm uch as 
th ey are m ore com fortable in prison, espe­ 
cially in w in ter, than they w ould be out 
of it ; 
and tbey com e out at the end of 
their term in high condition for resum ing 
fh tir old business. 
H ow often the record 
of the m ost daring robberies or brutal mur­ 
ders is follow ed b y th e statem ent th at the 
perpetrator was just a few days out of the 
P en iten tiary. 
To build vast quadrangles 
and then 
fill them w ith prisoners to be 
m aintained at th e expense of the State, or 
to com pete as hired workm en w ith free 
labor, is rather a clum sy contrivance. 
The 
object to ba attained by penal inflictions is 
that no one w ho suffers them ones w ould 
ever be w illin g to incur them again. 
This 
object w as obtained b y the tread-m ill in 
B .itaiu , but that punishm ent w as found to 
be too severe for m any con stitution s 
Tne 
w hipping post is perhaps the best deterrent 
from crim e and 
the least costly, bnt it 
should only be used in th e case of suoh 
crim inals as have self-respect already d e­ 
stroyed, such as w ife beaters, garrotters, 
and a few other of th e m ost obscene kinds 
of crim inals.— [N ew Y ork W itness.

If th e tim e ever com es w hen iconoolasm 
does its extrem es'; in one direction against 
this B io k , the coilection muBt still survive, 
in another, and dom inate ju st as m uch 88 
hitherto, or more than hitherto, through its 
divine and prim al poetic structure. To me, 
that is the livin g and definite elem ent-prin- 
ciple of the work, evolvin g everything else. 
Then the con tinu ity ; the oldest and new est 
A siatic utterance and character, and all be- 
tw eea, holding together, lik e the apparition 
of the sk y, and com ing to us the sam e. 
Even to our nineteenth century here are 
the fountain head of song. 
I suppose one cannot at this day say any­ 
thing new , from a literary point of view , 
ab ou tth oseau toch -th on icb eq u ests of A sia— 
the H ebrew Bible, the m ighty H indu epics, 
and a hundred lescer but typical works ; 
(co t r.ow definitely including the Iliad — 
though th at work w as certainly of A siaatic 
genesis, as H om er h'm solf wa3— considera­ 
tion w hich seem curiously ignored). 
B ut 
w iil there ever be a tim e or place— ever a 
student, how ever m odern, of the grand ai t, 
to whom those com positions w ill not afford 
profounder lessons than all else of their 
kind in th e gam erage of the past? 
Could 
there be any more opportune suggestion, to 
the current popular w riter and reader of 
verse, w hat the office of poet was in prim ­ 
eval tim es— and is y et capable of being 
anew, adjusted en tirely to the m odern? 
A ll the poem s of O rientalism , w ith the 
Old and N ew T estam ents at the center, tend 
to deep and w ide (I don't know but the 
deepest and w idest) psychological d evelop ­ 
m en t— w ith little, or nothing at all, of t he 
mere esth etic, th e principal verse require­ 
m ent of our day. V ery late, but unerring­ 
ly, com es to every capable stu d en t the per- 
cep'ion that it is not in beauty, it is not in 
art, it is not even in science, that th e pro- 
foundest law s of the case have their eternal 
sw ay and outcropping. 
In his discourse on “ H ebrew P oets” De 
Sola M endes said : “ T he fundam ental fea­ 
ture of Judaism , of the H ebrew nationali­ 
ty, w as religion ; its poetry was naturally 
religious. 
I< a subjects, God and P rovi­ 
dence, the covenants w ith Israel, God in 
nature and as revealed, God the Creator 
and G overnor, nature in her m ajesty and 
beauty, *■ inspired hym ns aud odes to n a­ 
ture’s God. 
A nd then the checkered h is­ 
tory of the nation furnished allusions, illu s­ 
trations and subjects for epic display— the 
glory of the sanctuary, the offerings, tho 
splendid ritual, the H oly C ity, and loved 
P alestine w ith its pleasant valleys and w ild 
tracts.” 
I)r. M endes said “ rhym ing was 
not a characteristic of H ebrew poetry at all. 
M eter was not a necessary mark of poetry. 
G reat poets discarded i t ; the early Jew ish 
poets knew it n ot.” 
Compared w ith the fam ed epicsof G reece, 
and lesser ones since, th e spinal supports of 
the B ible are sim ple and m eager. 
A ll its 
history, biography, narratives, etc., are as 
beads, strung on and indicating the eternal 
thread of th e D J fic purpose and power. 
Y et w ith only deepest faith for im petus, 
and such Deiric purpose for palpable or im ­ 
palpable them e, it often transcends the 
m asterp ieces of H ellas, and all m aster­ 
pieces. 
T iis m etaphors daring beyond ac­ 
count, the law less soul, extravagant by our 
standards, the glow of love and friendship, 
the ferven t ki9S— nothing in argum ent or 
logic, but unsurpassed in proverbs, in relig­ 
ious ecstacy, in 
suggestions of com mon 
m ortality and death, m an’a great equalizer 
— the sp irit-everything, the cerem onies and 
forms of the churches nothing, faith lim it- 
lesss, its im m ense sensnousness im m ensely 
spiritual —an incredible, all-inclusivo nou- 
w orldlintas and dew scented illiteracy (the 
antipodes of our n in eteen th century busi- 
rfess absorption and morbid refinem ent) — 
no hair-splitting doubts, no sick ly sulking 
and sniffling, no “ H arriet,” no “ A d on is,” 
no “ T aacatop sis,” no “ In M em oriam .” 
The culm inated proof of th e poetry of a 
country is 
the q u ality of its personnel, 
w hich, in any race, can never be really su ­ 
perior w ithout superior prema. 
The finest 
blending of individuality w ith universality 
(in m y opinion nothing out of the galaxies 
of th e “ Ilia d ,” or Shakespeare’s heroes, or 
from the Tennysonian “ Id y ls,” so lofty, 
devoted and star-like), typified in fchesong9 
of those old A siatic lands. 
M m and w om ­ 
en as treat colum nar trees. 
N ow here else 
th e abnegation of self-tow ering in 
such 
quaint sublim ity ; now here else the sim plest 
hum an em otions conquering the gods of the 
heaven, and fate itself. 
(The episode, for 
instacco, tow ard the close of the “ M ffiab- 
harata”— the journey of the w ife Suvitri 
w ith th e god of death, Yama. 


11 Or.c terrible to see—blood* re i bis garb. 
Ilia body huge and c*ark, bloodshot his eyes. 
Which tUmed like tu ns beneath his turban cloth, 
Armed was he w ith a noose,” 
w ho carries off the soul of the dead hus­ 
band, the viife trn iciou sly follow ing, and__ 
by the resistless charm of perfect poetic 
recitation !— even tu ally redeem ing her cap­ 
tive m ate.) 
I rem em ber how en thu siastically W m . 
II. Seward, in his last days, once expatiated 
on these them es, from his travels in T u rk ­ 
ey, E gyp t and A sia M inor, finding the oid- 
est Biblical narratives exactly illustrated 
there to-day w ith apparently no break or 
change along three thousand years— the 
veiled wom an, th e coBtumes, th e gravity, 
and s:m p:icity, ail the manners just the 
sam e. 
T he v eil ran l ’relaw ney 
said he 
found the on ly real noblem an o f the world 
in a good aveiage specim en of the m id-aged 
or elderly O riental. 
In the East the grand 
figure, alw ays leading, is the old man, m a­ 
jestic, w ith flow ing beard, paternal, etc. 
In Europe and Am erica, it is as we know, 
the young fellow — iu novels a handsom e 
and interesting hero, moro or Isss juvenile 
—-in operas a tenor w ith bloom ing cheeks, 
biack m ustache, superficial anim ation, and 
perhaps good lungs, but no more depth 
tnan skim -m ilk. 
B ut reading folks proba­ 
b ly g et their inform ation of those Bible 
areas and current peoples, as depicted in 
print by English and French cade, the 
m ost shallow , im pudent supercilious brood 
on earth. 
I have said nothing y et of the cum ulus 
of associations (per eotly legitim ate parts of 
its influence, anrt finally in m any respects 
the dom inant parts) of the B ible as a p o­ 
etic en tity, ana every book of it. 
N o t the 
old edifies on ly — tho congeries also of 
events and struggles and surroundings of 
which it has been th e scene aud m otive— 
even the horrors, dreads, deaths. 
H ow 
m any ages aud generations have brooded 
and w ept aud agonized over this bock ! 
It hat nntellable joys and ccstacie?—-what 
support to m artyrs at the stak e— from it. 
(N o really greatsong can everattain full pur­ 
port till long after tho death of th e singer— 
till it has accrued and incorporated many 
passions, m any joys and sorrows, it has 
itself roused.) 
To w hat m yriads has it 
been the shore and rock of safety— the 
refuge froni driving tem peat and w reck. 
T ranslated in all languages, bow it has 
united this diverse world 1 
Of civilizad 
lands to-day, w hcse of our retrospects has 
it not interw oven and linked and perm eat­ 
ed ? 
N o t only does it bring us w hat is 
clasped w ithin its covers; nay, that is the 
least of w hat it brings. 
Of its thousands, 
there is not a verse, not a word, but is 
thick-studded w ith human em otions, suo- 
c.>3aions of fathers and sons, m others and 
daughters, of onr own antecedents, insep­ 


arable from that back ground of ns, on 
w hich, phantasm al as it is, all that w e are 
to-day inevitably depends— our ancestry, 
our past. 
ScraDge, but trup, that th e principal 
factor m cohering the nations, eras and pa­ 
radoxes of the globe, by giving them a 
com mon platform of tw o or three great 
ideas, a com m onalty of origin, and project­ 
ing cosm ic brotherhood, the dream oi all 
hope, all tim e— that the long trains, gesta­ 
tion». attem pts and failures, resulting in 
th e N ew W orld, and in m odern solidarity 
and politic* of old poetic lore, w hich, more 
than any one thing else, has been the axis 
of civilization and history through th o u ­ 
sands of years— and excep t for w hich this 
Am erica of cure, w ith its polity and essen ­ 
tials, could not now be existing. 
N o true b3rd w ill ever contravene the 
Bible. 
C om ing stead ily dow n from the 
past, lik e a ship, through all p.rtnrbations, 
ail ebbs aud flows, all tim e, it is to-day his 
art’s ch ief r ason for being. 


T he R ev. W illiam M ellen, a returned 
m issionary frcra Zaluland, savs th a t it is 
very hard to convert and in-struct the Z u­ 
lus, because th ey w an t nothing 
“ T hey 
craw l into their low huts, lie dow n on a 
m at w ith their feet to th e central fire and 
sleep w ith their heads on blocks. 
T hat is 
th eir bight of happiuO'S. and th* ir hearts 
desire nothing m ore. 
T hey at first look 
npon clothes of all kinds &3 impediment.», 
and in Equ3ro houses w ith several rooms 
feel lost and uneasy. 
W e first teach them 
the benefit of a hat. 
T hey feel th e heat of 
th e sun upon their heads aod hold up their 
shields for shade. 
A 
bat 
is to them a 
shield w hich fits th e head. 
I ti d th a t if 
a man w ants one thing and hag it supplied, 
he straightw ay w ants tw o or three things 
more. 
Soon our negro w ants boots to pro­ 
tect his feet from th e sharp Btoncs, and the 
w earing of a shirt reconciles him to th e use 
of ligh t clothing, 
H e m ay be the bearer 
of a letter from one m i-sionary to another, 
and be m arvels exceedingly that the im n 
seem s to ho talking w ith the paper w h ile it 
talks w ith him. 
H e then w ants to know 
if paper can talk, and how it can do so is 
explained ta him . 
H e now fetls an in tel­ 
lectual want, and íb taught to read and 
w rite. W e then talk to him of heaven, and 
he w ishes to know how he can get there, 
l i e never thought of such a thing before, 
but he m>w feels a spiritual w ant, and it is 
su p p lied .” 


P resident E liot, of H arvard U n iversity, 
in speaking of th e difficulties which the 
clergy have to m eet w ith in the present 
day says : A new m ethod of spirit o f in ­ 
quiry has been gradually developed, w hich 
is characterized by au absolute freedom on 
the part of the inquirer from th e influence 
of preposseseion of desires a3 to results. 
N o other m ethod of inquiry now com m ands 
respect. 
E ven the ignorant have learned 
to despise the proobssof searching for proofs 
of a foregone conclusion. 
Too civilized 
world has set up a new standard of in te l­ 
lectual 
sincerity ; and 
P rotestant th eo ­ 
logians and m inisters m ust rise to that 
standard if they shuuld continue to com ­ 
m and the respect of m ankind. 
T he fault 
is quite as m uch th at of the churches or 
sects as of the individual m inisters, for a l­ 
m ost every church or sect endeavors to tie 
its members, and particularly its m inisters, 
to a creed, a set of article.», cr a body of 
formulas. 
N o other profession is under 
such terrible stress of tem ptation to in tel­ 
lectual dishonesty as the clerical profession 
is, and at the sam e tim e the public sta n d ­ 
ard of in tellectu al candor bas 
been set 
higher than ever before, 


There is “ ag rea t deal of hum an natnre 
in m en .” There is a great deal in m en that 
is not very human. 
There is a great deal 
that is m an-like w hich is not m anly. Am id 
ail sorts of im itations and travesties, every 
one has to look out for a true m anhood — 
w hat it is, where it is, how to build it. 
It. w ill not build itself. 
It cannot be built 
w ithout aids. 
It cannot be b u ilt w ithout 
oppositions. 
It m ay have to be b u ilt as 
N ehem iali b u ilt his w all, sw ord in 
one 
hand, tools in the other. 
A nd y et there 
arc those who fancy it a natural, common 
and easy thing to becom e a man ; w hereas 
one who com es up to the years of m anhood, 
in a com m on and easy w ay, may be no man 
at ail. 
A true m anhood m ust have in it 
integrity, uprightness, truth, honor, equity, 
purity and good w iil, not to say religion. 
A nd few of these qualities are primary in 
hum an nature. 
M ost of them cam e in the 
line of a second nature, and hold their place 
by an induction whoso springs are celestial.

The Y oung M en's Christian A ssociation 
has paid a gr. at deal of attention to work 
am ong railroad em ployes throughout the 
country. 
T his work, begun ouiy a few 
years ago in a very sm all w ay, ha3 grown 
u n til it now has branches on m any lead­ 
ing roads, 
w ith 
fifty-six 
secretaries or 
superintendents, devoting all their tim e to 
the care of th ese branches. 
Reading- 
rooms, libraries, parlors, am usem ent-room s, 
bath-room s, classes for instruction and hos­ 
pital equipm ent, are amoDg the Christian 
agencies em ployed. 
T he work has com ­ 
m anded the interest and approval of rail­ 
road m anagers to such an exten t that these 
secretaries are m ost of them on the pay­ 
roll of tbe com panies, 
th e corporations 
thus co operating w ith their em ployes in 
m aking th e work efficient in all its branches, 
social, educational and religious. 


T he latest official statistics of th e S ocie­ 
ty of Friends or Quakers, for 1882, show 
th at in Groat B ritain and Ireland the total 
num ber of m embers is 17 977. 
In addi­ 
tion to these there are 5,190 regular a t­ 
tendants at the F riends’ m eetings who are 
not in fu ll m em bership. 
A bout 25,000 
rcholars, adult and junior, sre regularly 
under instruction by the Friends in their 
Sunday schools ; but very few of these be­ 
com e m embers of th e society, and only 
about 3,000 out of th e 25 000 are e s ti­ 
m ated to be attiffiders of the F riends’ m eet­ 
ings.

N o r t h e r n T r a n s c o n t i n e n t a l S u r v e y . 
A “ Northern 
Transcontinental Su rvey” 
has b ien organized in the interest of the 
N orthern Pacific Railroad and its allied 
lines, under the direction of Raphael l ’um- 
p el’y , the purpose of w hich is to obtain a 
satisfactory know ledge of the extensive, 
hardly explored regions w hich m ay be made 
tributary to those line9 and th tir resources. 
It has been divided into departm ents of 
m ineral resource.», clim ate, rivers and irri­ 
gation, soils, forests, econom ic botany, labo­ 
ratory and topography, w hich have sever­ 
ally been p at in charge of specialists. 
A 
c nsiderable am ount of prelim inary work 
w as done last year, th e m ost im portant, 
perhap», of w hich related to the exam ina 
tion of th e black coals of tbe w estern part 
of the region under survey aud of the brown 
coal-fields of D akota. 
T he former coals 
were found to be good steam -generators, 
the latter not, excep t in com bination or 
after special preparation. Particular atten ­ 
tion is paid to the forest resources of the 
country, in w hich we are glad to see that 
th e econom ical nso of th e tim ber is not 
w holly left out of s ig h t ; ?nd observations 
are m aking on the useful grasses of the 
country. 
The results of th e surveys are 
to be eartographically represented, in a se­ 
ries of maps delineating severally topo­ 
graphical, hydrographic, clim atic and bo­ 
tanical features.

NEWSPAPER 
AND 
PULPIT. 


T he death of Mrs. Judah is one of more than 
ordinary mom ent. 
She was the best known and 
roost popular actress on the Pacific coast. She was 
one of the very few remaining representatives of the 
fine old stock companies of the State, when talent 
ranked above effrontery, and m erit was of more 
value than a pretty face; when the *• star ” abomi­ 
nation and the “ sensational” diegrace liad not 
sham ed the stage and driven the capable and de­ 
serving stock actor from the boards. 
She was a 
wvman whose private virtues and public life re­ 
flected honor upon the dram a and lifted it above the 
assaults of its enemies. 


Let it pass, by all means. 
Who should object? 
W hy not place th e plum ber under the keen eye of 
th e local Boards of H ealth? Why not, indeed? Tass 
th e bill. It will not increase the plumber’s bill— 
th a t reached its maximum long ago. 
In sober earn­ 
est, the bill referred to is in the interest of public 
h e alth ; it is wise, just, hurts no one, and does not 
cripple the plum bing industry, but only directs the 
m ethods of laying drain pipes, etc., according to 
approved sanitary principles, and shuts off some bad 
practices of contractors.

Tn AT a dry season is imminent is not to be ills 
guided. 
The favorable crop reports by the country 
press ten days ago are of no value now in judging of 
th e crop prospects. 
I t is as well to look the facts in 
th e face. 
The probability of sufficient rain is now- 
very remote, and that our valley crops will fail is 
about as ce:ta;n as any other event in nature upon 
which man is compelled to speculate. 
We fear 
a dry and a close season, and it is tim e now to 
prepare for the pinch. 


No o n e who has the best interests of the city«.t 
heart, but desires the city indebtedness adjusted at 
the lowest possible c o st; the lowest possible rate of 
taxation laid ; th e refunding of the city indebted­ 
ness, i! that is resolved on, conducted at the lowest 
attainable ra te ; and no one who cares for the city's 
interests will oppose any legitim ate m ethods to 
bring about refunding at the minimum rate possi­ 
ble to he legitim ately secured. 


Mr. Lever-os is absurd. 
He claims th at forty is 
now a hgai m ajority in the Assembly, because one 
seat is va .ant. 
Why, then, did Mr. Leverson’s party 
friends insist 09 correcting the journals to make it 
appear that the apportionm ent bill received forty- 
one votes,-which, by th e w a y .it never did?

I? any one nan make up his mind after reading 
th e San Francisco papers w hether to vote for or 
against the new charter, it will be because he ig­ 
nores all they say. The document itself will afford 
little light to the ordinary reader, and besides it is 
too long for perusal by any man who has to earn his 
bread by the sweat of his brow. 


Xus New York E cening Poet well Bays: “ Laws 
compelling th e piling and burning, during the win­ 
te r in which the trees are cut, of all parts left in the 
woods, are essential to forest protection, and should 
be passed in States where pine and spruce lumber 
is manufactured upon a large scale.” 


The newspaper and the pnlpit have had 
many a tilt, and very few have been the 
instances when either has convinced the 
other as to its legitim ate sphere. 
A t St. 
Louis, the other day, Rev. Dr. Merrill, 
an eminent Congregationalist, delivered a 
eermon that is attracting considerable at­ 
tention, 
In that discourse he held that 
the pulpit is “foolish to manifest displeasure 
at the attention given to religion by the 
newspaper”—for as a large minority of read­ 
ers are interested in religion, he is a wise 
managing editor who furnishes matter to 
attract this minority, as well as to publish 
the details of the last murder or suicide. 
W e were not aware before that any con­ 
siderable representation of the pulpit ob­ 
jected to the publication of religious news 
in the secular press. 
The reverend gentle­ 
man, if correctly reported, mistakes the 
objection of his own class. 
W hat they do 
protest against is the attem pt on the part 
of some of the secular press to lead in the 
matter of religious belief, aud to that ex­ 
tent the demurrer of the pulpit is taken 
with 
force. 
Dr. 
Merrill 
believes 
that 
the 
average 
seoular 
paper 
wishes 
religion 
no 
harm, 
and 
therein he is right. 
He believes that the 
average reporter gives the pulpit its due, 
and again he is just. 
A ll he asks of his 
people is that they w ill not accept the 
daily paper as a guide in spiritual matters. 
He holds that while the press may prop­ 
erly discuss all topics within the range of 
public knowledge, no one man can be a 
leader or a sufficient authority. 
To give 
one authority in religious matters, he main 
tains that thero must be special qualifica­ 
tions and a certain training. 
The ordinary 
editor, says Mr. Merrill, who should at­ 
tempt to discuss with derision the views of 
Proctor, M itchell, or Young, on the higher 
questions of astronomy, would excite pub­ 
lic contempt. 
W hat the preacher holds, 
in short, is that he only is authority who 
has 
patiently, 
devoutly 
and candidly 
studied the truths of religion. 
The lim ita­ 
tions upon the time of a newspaper, Le 
thinks, prevent it being an authority on 
religious matters that should be accepted 
by religious people. 
The modern church 
he regards as in peril from the press only 
so far as it forgets this matter of limitation 
of time as 
to 
newspapers, and that a 
man who is excellent authority on one 
topic may be none at all upon another. He 
does not, therefore, advise his people not 
to read the secular press, but to read with 
discrimination, and not to permit the hur­ 
ried and “ ephemeral thoughts of the ed­ 
itor to displace tho Word of God.” 
In this expression he gives evidence of 
the advance of the church from the tram­ 
mels of that condition which at one time 
would not have tolerated an utterance of 
that character. 
The doctor is correct in 
holding that ideas are only worth them­ 
selves. 
A thought, he says, should not 
have undue weight simply because it ap­ 
pears in print, nor, we may add, because 
uttered from the pu lpit; for, as he well 
says, the truth will abide though every 
man believes a lie. 
The press will continue 
to notice the pulpit, and occasionally, it is 
to be presumed, to take issue with it, but 
we do not understand it to have set itself 
up as an authority. The question as to what 
is authority, and what is the qualification 
of an authority, is itself one of the issues 
which the modern pulpit discusses most. 
W hile it may be admitted that the secular 
press is wiser, in the main, to confine itself 
to matters Secular, yet if it did so to the 
total exclusion of religious matters, none 
sooner than the people of the church 
would criticise it as lacking in one of tho 
essential 
elements of 
true 
journalism. 
Even in the matter of publishing religious 
news and current religious opinions as re­ 
flected in the church journals, the secular 
press cannot hope to escape criticism. 
If 
it is true to the news quality of journal 
ism, it will present the varying current ex­ 
pressions of those branches of the church 
which are 
antagonistic to each other. 
The 
pulpit 
does not hesitate 
to 
criticise the 
press, and the latter has 
never 
taken exception 
to its 
right 
to do to, nor should it. 
The age and the 
time will not condemn for opinion’s sake, 
and the discussion of fundamental truths 
must engage the attention of all classes, 
for truth is not the property of any to the 
exclusion of others. 
Generally the discuB- 
sions of religious dogmas by the daily 
press are unprofitable, but the publishing 
of the truth as it develops through the 
evolution of knowledge, whether it be in 
the press secular or religious, from rostrum 
or from pulpit, is the need of the world 
and of religion. 
Let the press treat the 
pulpit fairly, and the pulpit treat the press 
justly, each recognizing the great influence 
of the other, neither concealing error, fear­ 
ing the truth or condemning for opinion’s 
sake, and any supposed conflict between 
press and pulpit will be heard of no more. 
Both are m ighty forces in the advancement 
of the race, the development of truth, the 
attainment of the highest possibilities of 
civilization and the dissemination of knowl­ 
edge. 
But neither one can afford to live 
in a cell—they must face the sunlight of 
day, and m eet and resist the forces of 
error. 
But it does not follow that they 
must necessarily engage in battles royal, 
or burn each other at the stake.

the struggle necessary at each 
session of the Legislature to secure needed 
enactments to carry on the work of educa­ 


tion in the more practical departments of 
the State University, arises the thought 
that Legislatures, and the people to a large 
extent, do not so fully realize as they 
should that it is the duty of the State to 
foster all the best forms of education. 
They are agreed upon the necessity for main­ 
taining the common school system , bnt 
there is no such unanimity concerning the 
need of high schools, to bridge tne gap be­ 
tween the common school system and the 
university, while only 
the minimum of 
attention is given to mechanical and indus­ 
trial education. 
Nothing is easier than to point the way, 
but he who leads up face to face with 
practical methods is a benefictor. 
The 
direction which the 
fostering 
care of 
the 
State 
for 
educational 
systems 
should 
take 
is 
still 
a 
problem with 
many. 
It 
is 
becoming 
clear 
to 
the 
thoughtful 
that 
it 
is 
not enough to 
give the youth rudimentary education, 
stopping with the branches tanght in the 
common schools, and then tarn him upon the 
world to find a place. 
Perhaps a greater 
advance has been made for young women 
under private benefaction than for young 
men, for they have opportunities in schools 


of design, schools of engraving, of decora­ 
tive art and of varied handiwork, than 
the 
latter. 
In 
these 
privately 
and 
some publicly endowed institutions, those 
young women are the most successful who 
have had high and normal school and 
academic advantages. 
It is clear that mere muscle is being 
more and more superseded by labor-saving 
machinery. 
The intelligence the thorough 
mechanic was once required to possess has 
been largely supplanted by the machine. 
The mechanics of this day are, with few 
exceptions, specialists. 
W hat opportunity 
is there now for a youth to acquire in the 
shop the knowledge that shall entitle him 
in tim e to rank as a master mechanic ? 
It 
is said that England’s labor-saving ma­ 
chinery represents 250,000,000 of men to­ 
day ; that is, it does the work 250,000,000 
men would be required 
to accomplish 
without machinery. 
The tendency of in­ 
vention points in a like direction and to like 
results in this country. 
M«.re muscle is 
becoming less and less necessary to the 
production of manufactured articles, aud 
as a result, ycuDg men muat rely more and 
more upon their brain powers, and the in­ 
tellect is called upon more and more to 
contribute to their material support. 
A wise policy for a State to pursue, 
therefore, is to foster those system s that 
will develop intellect and direct its applies 
tion in industrial pursuits. 
It is certainly 
not needed that much fostering care be 
given to fitting youths for the learned pro­ 
fessions. 
As the competition beiweeu 
muscle and machinery drives the former 
closer to the wall each year, it is obvious 
that the State has a duty to perform iu 
opening avenues for the acquirement of 
thorough knowledge in the mechanic arts, 
it being admitted that only in rare cases 


can the knowledge be obtained in the work­ 
shop. 
Machinery does not reduce the 
necessity for mechanics ; on the contrary, 
it enlarges the field for them, but it does 
lim it the opportunities for acquiring a 
thorough knowledge of the general and 
underlying principles of those arts. 
The 
direction, therefore, in which we shall 
move to encourage mechanical and indus­ 
trial education is one demanding serious 
attention. 


As the shop doors close 
to youths 
they 
must 
turn 
their 
attention 
to 
trade, 
to 
the 
professions, 
or 
to 
agriculture. 
To educate and encourage 
youth to conquer the soil, and force from 
it the most abundant yield and tbe largest 
reward, is one direction to be taken. 
An­ 
other is to encourage the inventive faculty 
and educate in. mechanical principles. 
In 
the Echool of mechanics alone can tho 
young man of this day obtain that general 
knowledge necessary to success in the me­ 
chanic arts. 
If he is driven to the shop 
first, he must be content to be a specialist 
—a mere part and portion of the machinery 
surrounding him. 
In former days, by long 
and severe preuticeship, and by hard ex­ 
perience, he acquired in many years knowl­ 
edge that may now be better given him in 
brief tim e from recorded mechanical iu 
telligence, and thus be fitted for finishing 
in the active field, for the best experience 
of the mechanic arts and of agriculture is 
now recorded experience. 
To encourage the schools of mechanics, 
schools of agriculture, and schools of de­ 
sign, is to keep pace with the progress of 
the age, and should be the aim of the 
State. 
To render these more easy of ac­ 
cess, the High School, or academic step 
between our common school and our uni­ 
versity system with its industrial depart­ 
ments, must be maintained. 
It is held by 
some of the ardent friende of industrial 
education that 
we 
may 
even 
begin 
in 
the 
common 
schools 
by 
the 
introduction 
of 
industrial 
drawing 
aDd 
the 
like. 
It 
is 
certain 
that tbe arte of iife are ho longer to be 
handed down alone by imitation and ap­ 
prenticeship, but are to become more and 
more essential parts of the education of 
the intellect. 
To that end the State Bhould 
encourage the rich to aid and endow schools 
of invention, mechanics, agriculture, and 
open every door possible to enable the 
poor man’s child to enter even-handed upon 
the battle of life w ith all others. 
She 
should show by intelligent legislation that 
she recoiinizes the necessity for such schools 
as have been named, and others of a like 
character, aod break away from the old 
idea that she has done her whole duty 
when the children in the State have beeu 
graduated at her expense from the gram­ 
mar grades. 


Just as the State encourages industrial 
education, so w ill she produce generations 
of intelligent workmen and dignify and 
elevate industrial pursuits, »Dd encourage 
men of wealth to endow institutions that 
shall give us like results. 
In a thoroughly 
well educated industrial class, the State 
will find her greatest strength and immu­ 
nity from communistic tendencies.

U nless they raise that sum 
the building of tbe new Pavilion cannot be 
commenced.

A proposition for §30,000 of 
t he sum to be raised by property tax has 
been submitted to the voters of the city. 
No man should be so shortsighted as to 
vote against it. 
It is the m cst equitablo 
way to distribute the contribution. As the 
benefits are to be mutual, so let the burdens 
be mutually borne. 
Now that the people 
of this city are to pay out §30,000 for the 
Agricultural Society, it is an additional 
reason why the high license rate for retail 
liquor saloons should be at once adopted. 


ANOTHER

Another veteran journalist has gone to 
the unknown land. 
George DawBon, the 
friend, pupil and successor of Tourlow 
W eed, is d eal. 
For nearly fifty years he 
has been a prominent man in journalism in 
this country. 
He was a ready, wise, in­ 
cisive writer. 
He had the education the 
sanctum gives, and which no college can 
confer. 
He was one of the best informed 
men on the political history of the coun­ 
try, in the UnioD. 
His success was due to 
his sterling common senBe. 
H is was not 
fine writing—there was little of the ornate 
in his style. 
H e went directly to the pith 
of the argument, and never beat about to 
approach a point. 
H e Dever lost his bal­ 
ance, however heated the debate. 
His 
strength resided in his staying powers, his 


The P opular Science M onthly article on 
“ Railway Consolidation ” points out that 
by consolidation of railway lines it has 
been proven in the U nited States lower 
rates are made possible where otherwise 
they could not prevail, and that the lower 
rates are, by it, made to yield the same 
profit as the former higher rates. 
The 
new company is enabled, without risk of 
injury, to make greater reductions in the 
rates on those local products of nature and 
man, which will allow them to reach more 
distant markets, or will stimulate their de­ 
velopment, by enabling 
them to sell in 
their former market with greater profit. 
It is also pointed out that the extension of 
this policy leads to the highest develop­ 
ment, both of the resources of the country 
and the earning capacity of the corpora­ 
tion. 
To effect an increase of traffic is the 
constant concern of the railway manage­ 
ment, and it is a self-evident fact that this 
can only be secured by furthering the 
interest of 
the 
shippers. 
The larger 
corporation, it has been found, supported 
by the varied products of many districts, 
is in a better condition to experiment in 
the development of new districts and in­ 
dustries, and frequently affords a rate or a 
service beyond the point warranted by the 
present traffic, and is able to operate por­ 
tions of its system at a temporary loss in 
hope of future 
gain. 
From this the 
thoughtful reader will see how shortsighted 
is the policy that would restrict carriage 
to arbitrary rates, irrespective of condi­ 
tions, and that would placa all sections on 
an equal footing, irrespective of the needs 
of development, or the necessity for foster­ 
ing infant industries, in order to make 
them mature contributors to tbe common 
weal, in due time. 


TEE LEGISLATURE, 


TH E 
LOGIC 
OF 
A 
VERDICT. 


There was, at first glance, to some,.an 
apparently irresistible logic in the sarcastic 
statem ent of the prisoner Thorne concern­ 
ing the jury at Nevada City, when he was 
found guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and the penalty was fixed by the jury at 
imprisonment 
for 
life. 
Said 
Thorne : 
“ They are a nice lot of jurymen ; if I air. 
guilty of killing that man I should be 
hung ; if not, they should set me free.” 
Now it does not follow that the fellow was 
right, 
for tho reason that death ib not the 
absolute penalty for murder in this State. 
There are tw o penalties, aud as the jury 
agreed to fix the lower one, the purpose of 
the law must be presumed to be as fully 
accomplished as if the extreme penalty 
had been adopted. 
It is true that eleven 
of the jurors were compelled to yield in 
tho matter to one juror, but having yielded, 
there is no reason for sayiDg that the pris­ 
oner was logical and the jury inconsistent. 
That argument is not infrequently used in 
criticising like verdicts, but it must be ob­ 
vious that it is not sound reasoning. 
One 
may attack such a verdict on the ground 
that the jury exercised poor judgment, or 
was weak, or fearful, or entertained some 
doubt, but it will not do to say that be- 
canse one is guilty of murder and is not to 
be banged therefor, he should be set at 
liberty. 


TH E 
NATIONAL 
GUARD, 


The question has been debated somewhat 
since the matter of providing for the State 
m ilitia was before the Legislature, whether 
the President of the United States can 
order the National Guard of one State to 
do duty in another State. 
The A rm y and 
N a vy Journal explains what we had sup­ 
posed all knew. 
Tbe National Guard of 
California is organized for the defense of 
the State, but in certain efhc/genciea is sub­ 
ject to the call of the President. The Consti. 
tution makes the President Commander in- 
Cnief of the army and navy of the United 
States and of the militia of the several 
States, when called into the actual service 
of the United States. 
Congress is given 
power by the Constitution to provide for 
tee calling out of the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union, suppress insurrec­ 
tion and repel invasion ; also to provide for 
the organizing, arming and disciplining the 
militia, and for governing such part of 
them as mayjbe employed in the service of 
the United States. 
In the Revised Stat­ 
utes of the United States it is provided 
that when the nation is in dinger of inva­ 
sion from without or rebellion within, the 
President may call the militia of the States 
nearest to the place of danger or scene of 
action, to repel the invasion or suppress 
the rebellion, and may issue his orders for 
that purpose to such officers of the militia 
as he may think proper. 


CAN’T BELIEVE IT. 


The Gridley H erald can scarcely believe 
that it is seriously proposed in the Legisla­ 
ture to adjourn before providing for the 
payment of the men who worked honestly 
for the State, and in good faith, under the 
Drainage Act.

He would not vote 
fi r it because the members of the Board were Re 
publicans, but bicatne he believed that thev were 
appointed and hold their offices in defiance of a stat­ 
ute of tbe State.

Perry introduced 3n amendment au horizing and 
directing the ra es oí dockage and whaifage and 
toll», and utged us adoption. 
Whitney and Lynch opposed tho amendment, and 
it was lost by a vote of 9 ayes to 26 noes. 
McCiure moved to an en d the hill oy inserting 
Section 10 of the original bill, which had been cut 
by the Ansembiy. 
He claimed th at it was a section 
prepared by Lnpfcain Blinding, und would save to 
the Stvte $30,0i0 per annum. 
He strongly urged 
the adoption of the amendment. 
Whitney also up ke in favor of th i amendment. 
He said th at it was one which had been r com­ 
mended by eve y B.*ard of Harbor Commissioners 
since ihe Board w ;s established. 
It provided for 
the collection of tolls from the consignees, so th at 
only about five collectors would be Leeded instead 
of twenty-eight. 
Lynch said th at a bill containing this provision 
had passed the Aasemoiy and was now before the 
Senate Committee on Commerce and Navigation, 
and he hoped it would lie reported back favorably 
at an early day.

It was simply to benefit th e wealthy men 
who live along the street mentioned.

YOSE HITE VALLEY AND BIG TREES. 


Senate Bill 348, which grants a special a p ­ 


p ro p ria tio n of §23,000 for continuing the 
work of improvement and care of the Yo- 
semlte Valley and Mariposa Big Tree grove, 
is now upon the special file of the Senate for 
the second reading, and will probably he 
reached to-day. 
In this connection it is not 
amiss to repoi t the work already done by the 
present Board of Commissioners, the main 
items of which are as follows : 
The Legislature of the State of California, 
by an Act passed March 4, 1881, appropri­ 
ated §25,000 to purchase the trails and gen­ 
erally to improve and preserve the territory 
within the limits of the grant cf the Ycsemit» 
Valley and Big Tree grove (the specific im­ 
provements indicated in the A ct being the’ 
construction of avenues, roads, trails, walks 
and bridget), and authorized the present 
Board of Commissioners to receive, receipt 
for and expend this sum so aippropria'ed. 
Tho Commissioners at the date of their re­ 
port to this Legislature, through the Gov- 
erro r, December 18, 1882, had expended tbe 
appropriation of §25 000 made on March 4, 
1881, in the purchase and repair of Glacier 
1’oint and Vernal Fail acd Nevada Fail 
trails, which have been made free to the trav­ 
eling public; in the building a new trail (on 
the opposite side of th Merced river from the 
old trails) to the Vernal aud Nevada falls, 
which is nearly completed and opens np new 
and rare views of inexpressible sublimity ; in 
the repair of old roads, and in the construction 
of a new rosd twelve aud a half miles in 
length, around the floor of the valley, includ­ 
ing eight substantial bridges with massive 
stone abutments and walls, and twenty nine 
Btone culverts by which to drain ard provide 
egress for the streams crossing the course of 
tbis road. 
All the work done by the Com­ 
o issioners is of the most substantia! acd dur­ 
able character, aad the carriage road on the 
floor of the valley, now nearly completed, 
affords the gra dest drive on earth, 
Much of the region through which these 
roads and trails have been built was entirely 
insceeseible before their construction, because 
of th8 immense deposits of rocky talus lying 
in tbe w ay; but the stupendous rock and 
water scenery they open up to the tourist is 
an ample recompense for the outlay of money 
required to make them. 
The State has now on band the tools, 
horses, m ules, wagons, carte, e tc , Deeded in 
and purchased for tbe work already done by 
the Commissioners, and no further o u tla y ia 
needed in th is direction. 
It may be here re­ 
marked that the above improvements and 
trails purchased, all o f which has been ac­ 
co m p lish ed dnriD g the p»“t two years, is 
many times more than the former Board ac­ 
c o m p lish ed iu sixteen years. 
The following is a ,-yn«>psis of thenrcesssry 
improvements on the Yosemite trai1, recom­ 
mended in the report of the Yosemhe Com­ 
missioners to the Governor, November. 1882, 
and for which an appropriation of §25,000 is 
asked for the next two years : Completion of 
the grand carriage drive ou the floor of the 
valley, to cost, say §2,500; bniidii g of the 
Illouette fall trail, from tho Merced bridge 
np the canyon of the South Fork of the Mar- 
ced river to the top of the Illonstte fall, $3,­ 
000 ; building the Ribbon fall trail, §400 ; 
building trail from tho grand drive on the 
floor of the valley to the foot of the lower 
Yosemite fall, §500 ; 
building permanent 
c.nseway from Black's Hotel to Bsrnaid's 
Hotel, on the south s:de of the valley, with 
proper culverts, §3,000; widening and im­ 
proving the carriage road to Mirror lake, and 
carrying it past the chalybeate 8pring,§l,0C0;

The Yearly Report of the Chief—A Kew 
Engine Needed 
On Monday the Fire Commissioners will 
make their annual r.-port to the City Trus­ 
tees. The report of Chief Sullivan to the 
Commissioners says that, although the de­ 
partment his a t various times encountered 
more than ordinary danger, no fatal accident 
or permanent injury ha3 been sustained by 
any member. The only instance where a tire 
was attended by loss of life was on the night 
of 
November 2 i, when a woman was 
burned 
to 
death in a small dwelling 
jn»t north of the Pioneer mils. There were 
ÍC8 alarms din ing the y-ar, only 62 being 
general ala.m», and a total loss o’ 861,395. 
On the property there was $150,430 insur­ 
ance, and $35,755 i.i losses were paid by the 
insurance companies. 
The fires of tbe 
greatest mageitude were tho»e of the Mcsick 
block and tte G lie n B igle Hotel stables, 
the former on the 231 of September, and the 
latter on Nov-mber 28*h. Theie was but 
one accident during the year, which disabled 
a member of the department, occurring on 
tbs 231 of July, when 
Henry 
Comte, 
engineer of No. Í, fell from the coal-box to 
the 
pavement, 
and 
frae‘ured_ 
a 
leg. 
The department horses and working appli­ 
ance 
are 
all 
in good 
condition, 
but 
are too meager for the extent of territory that 
nquires protection, and inadequate to meet 
, ur'i emergencies as are fiable to arfie at ar.y 
time. The discipline now in vogue in the 
department begets a laudable ambition to 
6xcel, and insures that dexterity of ac:iou 
which is of such great importance. Three 
new horses were added during the year, and 
two retired. One new alarm box—No, 61— 
has been put in pi ice at Twelfth and D 
streets. There has been 2.000 feet of new 
h c s a purchased,, which, with the old, makes 
7,214 feet io service, but some of the old fioee 
is very much worn, and would not bn reliable 
in case of a large fire. A new roof is needed 
on Truck llou-e No. 1. and a new floor iu 
Engine House No. 1. There is lequired at 
least 2,000 feet more hose. A horse and snp- 
ply-wagon is needed for the purpose of in­ 
specting 
and 
repairing 
the 
fire-alarm 
telegraph, 
and 
for 
looking 
after 
exposed 
localities 
in 
the 
outlying 
fire limits, and it would soon pay for itself by 
saving expenses which are now incurred. The 
Chief recommends that the “ swinging liar 
nee» ” be introduced as soon as possible ; also 
»that heaters be placed in tbe engine houses in 
connection with the engine boilers, so that a 
few pounds of steam m»y he kept constantly. 
The Department stands in need of a suitable 
corporation house, the one now in use not be­ 
ing adequate to the purpose. 
The Chief calls especial attention to the 
fact that a steam tire engine and hose car 
riage should be placed in servlca in the east­ 
ern portion of the city, to protect the prop­ 
erty in that locality, and suggests that it be 
kept iu the vicinity of Sixteenth street, and 
that No. 1 steamer bs not allowed to go bs- 
yond Tenth street, excepticg in rare emer­ 
gencies. 
In case of extensive conflagration er in 
case of two large fires at the same time, 
either of which events are liable to occur, 
the inadequacy of the present department 
apparatus would be at once ievealed. 
Sacra­ 
mento has escaped di-astrous conflagration 
for years, which is owing mainly to a fortu­ 
nate combination of circumstances. The city 
bar no reason to consider itself exempt from 
snch calamity ; on the contrary, under cer­ 
tain conditions of wind and woather it is lia­ 
ble to be imperilod. Other cities more safely 
constructed and far better protected have 
suffered. There are some other matters of im- 
portaccs to which he calls attention, and which 
require remedial measures. The placing of 
beiwy or cumbersome articles on wooden 
awnings, tbs erection of substantial fences, 
latticework or picket barriers thereon, all of 
which are liable to form serious obstacles to 
firemen and the nse of bidders, and add much 
to danger and delay in the exticction of fire. 
The existence of frame structures in ex­ 
posed situations in back areas. 
The keeping of explosive materials in such 
quantity and manner as to endanger fife and 
property. The evils just pointed out are es­ 
pecially true of the Chinese qnarter of the 
city. 
He also calls attention to the water pipe 
eyrtem in some quarters of the city, and says 
the branch pipes leading from the mains are 
inadequate to supply water for the steaoieis 
in event of a fire, they being scarcely large 
enough to feed one hydrant, while they are 
compelled to supply several. 
This is a fault 
that cails for prompt remedy. 
Wells should 
be sunk in different parts of the city to guard 
against accident to the mains, which might 
interrupt tbe water-supply. 
All public buildings should be inr-pscted, 
with a view to ascertain the means of safe 
exit for occupants in ca e of fire, and where 
unsafe, the owner should be notified aud di­ 
rected to remedy the defects. This rec m- 
mendation is especially applicable to tbe pub­ 
lic schools. 
A system of fire drill might be 
instituted in the various schools, ravi-g for 
irsoV-jict the instruction of the children in 
making an exit in gocd order acd iu the 
quickest possible time. 
The Chief deBires to acknowledge the re­ 
ceipt of eeveral snma of money contributed to 
the charitable fund of the department. He 
refers to the State of New York, where such 
a tuud is secured by statute enactment, and 
hopes some means will be devised through 
which a more ample fund can be obtained 
here. He thinks a plot should be purchased 
in the City Cemetery and set apart for the 
department. 
The report concludes by tendering thanks 
to Chief Engineer Foster, of the water 
works, and his assistants, to Yardmastcr 
Hollaran, of the C. P. R R-. and to the 
Chief of Police and the members of the 
po’ice force. 
It. A. Fisk, Superintendent Fire Alarm 
Telegraph, submitted his report, showing 
that there are 15 miles of wire and 22 boxes. 
He reports much difficulty in keeping the 
gongs in working order, and states that they 
will scon have to be replaced by new ones.

METROPOLIS. 


Description of the Mash Carnival on the 
Occasion—Prof. BlankirVa Musical 
Rehearsals—Society Soles. 


Sax F rancisco, -March 1, 1883. 
Oo W ashington’s birthday ¿he first San 
Francisco 
Mardi 
Gras was celebrated. 
More willfully despotic than Louis X IV ., 
who only aspired to embody the state in 
his own person, the San Franciscans auto­ 
cratically assert that the calendar itself is 
as they choose. 
The w ill of the people or­ 
dained that Shrove Tuesday was Thursday 
in the third week of Lent, and they rushed 
it through on that line with strength and 
arms. The costumed carnival band marched 
through several streets, 
and where the 
electric light fell up in them, presented a 
grotesque and jubilant appearance, but 
elsewhere the lack of light was deplored, 


and a doable line of torch-bearcrs to flank 
the procession is suggested for the next 
Mardi Gras—to be celebrated, possibly, on 
Good Friday, 1881. 
The maskers brought 
up at the Pavilion, where, after a march, 
they danced. 
The whole ci'y tam ed out 
to see ; the streets were fail and the Pa- 
vilioD, both benches and galleries, packed. 
The King and Qaeen of the carnival were 
trundled along in a gilt car, to the rear of 
which » blue and white satin page hung 
tandem-tiger fashion. 
After the march, 
those who had come prepared to sustain a 
character proceeded to indicate to small 
sections of the audience successively what 
character theirs might be. 
The discerning 
were further aided by a

A persoa in a white 
smock frock would continually shudder, as 
in epilepsy, and fall - prostrate in different 
distant paits of tha room, suggesting Cou- 
peau in “ L’Aseotnmoir,” but he came up 
to “ f it ” in our corner, and hia placard 
revealed him to be “ Sheridan in the Bells,” 
Another shivering, 
shaking 
btiog was 
ticketed “ The R esalí of Brink.” A pretty 
costume of one woman was designed to 
represeat Music in some way. 
The musi­ 
cal staff was in black on her white satin 
skirt, and the different musical signs on 
devious parts of her attire, the sharp sign 
conspicuously and properly on her cap. 
A t a certain stage of the quadrille the gas 
was turned down and electric lights thrown 
upon the dancers, colored lenses being 
used from time to time with very good 
effect. 
Once when a claret-colored light 
was flashing all the dnst in the air, the 
gentleman who had found it excellent to 
assume the outward seemiDg of a scare­ 
crow, made a fine showing, standing mo­ 
tionless among the moving figures. 
It was 
the peculiarity of the electric light to ob­ 
literate the far end of the room, and to 
throw snch a glamor about the most dis­ 
tant figures, that the crowd seemed to be 
prolonged indefinitely. 
The scare crow 
man got a prize, by the way, and richly 
deserved it. 


MUSICAL REHEARSALS, 
Last night was the first of the “ prac­ 
tices ’• tc be held at Professor Biankart’s 
for the delight of the inner brotherheod. 
The first piece on the programme was one 
of Beethoven’s sonatas for the violin and 
piano— not a piano accompaniment for the 
violin, as so many people fancy, but really 
a duo, giving as much value to one instru­ 
m ent as to the other. 
Frederick Z cb, re­ 
cently from Berlin, who gave a concert of 
his own compositions some tim e ago, was 
one of the performers last night, 
and 
played Schumann as no one but Madame 
'live King has ever played him in San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Zsch also played a study 
in octaves by Kullak, the Director of the 
Birlin Conservatory, whose private pnpil 
he was. 
The Chopin Mazourka was a typ­ 
ical one to hear after reading Liszt’s enthu­ 
siastic description (in his life of Chopin) 
of this courtly and characteristic Polish 
dance. 
There were fonr numbers for the 
violin by David, that Ferdinand David 
who was Mendelssohn’s friend. 
These 
were played by Mr. Blankart, accompa­ 
nied on the piano by Mr. Zsch. The fourth, 
a Tarentelle, was best received by the 
listeners, but the third had its admirers. 
It was full of those long sweeps that make 
VIOLIN MUSIC ADORABLE 
From the hand of an artist, and execrable 
when mismanaged or half understood. To­ 
wards the end Mr. Zsch played a ballade 
of Liszt's. 
Like the air so painfully pro­ 
duced upon the maligned bagpipes by 
“ Angus McClan,” Liszt’s piano music 
1 ‘ wanders about into several keys ; ” it 
would be invaluable as a test of a piano 
one had thoughts of buying, but as music 
pure and simple it remains “ the best writ­ 
ten trash there 
is,” as the composer 
thoughtfully observed. 
H e had made the 
same remark to Immanuel Faisst, and that 
Stuttgart luminary deigned to app'and. 
A s “ rot ” is the accepted term for worth­ 
less writing, so “ trash ” rernaics the hal­ 
lowed word for unavailable music. 
Pro­ 
nounced with the German accent th% latter 
seems the most devastating anathema. 
Oae expects to see the music cnrl up and 
blacken at the edges, but it never does, and 
poor Franz’s “ Rhapsodie Hongrolse ” and 
“ Kennst da das L in d ” hold np the head 
of conscious merit among plajera and sing­ 
ers of taste. 
The last thing on the pro­ 
gramme was a minuet—hia own composi­ 
tion—played by Mr. Z-ch. 
An exquisite 
and delicate little thing—little in t .at it 
was short—but elaborate as an ivory carv­ 
ing. 
Mr. Z ch’s touch is tine and soft, 
persuasive, so to speak, but lacking noth­ 
ing in precision. 
His pianissimo i« beauti­ 
ful-—not nervous and stealthy, like Josef- 
fy’s, but gentle and confidentia1. 


AMONO T H E MUSICAL PEO PLE 
W ho composed the audience was Miss 
Louise Holladav, who has recently re­ 
turned from the Conservatory in London, 
where she has been diligently improving 
her beautiful contralto voice—the smoothest 
and purest of that rare variety to be found 
among amateurs in the city. 
Mrs. Judge 
Hager wa3 also present. 
She, by the way, 
gives a lunch on Friday to Mr« Commo­ 
dore Phelps, who leaves Mare I-.land with 
her husband about the middle of next 
month, under orders to join tho South 
A tlantic squadron. 
Miss Flood is said to 
contémplate giving a german, to be dis­ 
tinguished by the beauty and uniqueness 
of tho favors. 
The fina, still weather at­ 
tracts clarences, victorias, 
landaus 
and 
hnmblc hacks to the park, thoroughbreds 
and galled jades frequently drawing human 
beings in inverse ratio of deserving owner­ 
ship.

A N e w N o r t h A m e r ic a n R o se —Dr. 
George Eogelmaun describes, in the Bulle­ 
tin o f the Torrey Botanical Clvb, a new 
species of rose that appears to present pe­ 
culiar botanical and horticultural features. 
It was discovered by a party of botanists, 
consisting of Dr. Parry and Messrs. M. E 
Jones and C. G. Pringle, while they were 
riding along a road skirting the shores of 
A ll Saints’ Bay, 
in Lower 
California. 
Forming as it did a most conspicuous and 
agreeable feature in the arid landscape, 
w ith its fmeiy-divided foliage and snowy 
pink or white flowers, it at once attracted 
the attention of the whole party. 
It has 
been named Rosa minutifolia by Dr. Ea- 
eelmann, who describes it as 
“ a moat 
striking and lovely species, distinguished 
from all other roses by its minute, deeply, 
incised leaflets.” 
The species is quite pe­ 
culiar among its American congeners, and 
even among the loses of the Old World, so 
that it is difficult to determine its true po­ 
sition, 
Aa seeds have recently been col­ 
lected, we may hope to soon see the plant 
? cultivation.

I told him he looked more ¡ike a 
B iptist preacher than a Philadelphia law­ 
yer. 
“ Ob,” he answered quickly, “ it’s 
this d—d Court. 
I hate these clothes, 
and 
at 
home 
I 
never 
wear 
any. 
thing but grays or stripes and plaids, 
with bright neckties, but the last time I 
had a case in this Court I was not allowed 
to make m y argument because I wore a 
short, speckled coat and trousers, with a 
blue necktie. 
I was told that I was not 
properly dressed to appear before this 
Coart, and that I must wear black clothes, 
I have another case here now and so you 
see I am dressed in this outlandish style. 
But I shall charge this suit to my client, 
and when I get home I ’il have my wife put 
these things aivay in camphor and mark 
them ‘Supreme Court.’ ” 
Upon inquiry I 
found, what I never knew before, that the 
Supreme Court forbids lawyers to wear 
within its bar anything but black. 
The 
weather may be as hot as the region toward 
which ail of us sinners are tending, but no 
grateful seersucker or linen duster, or 
white duck is permissible. 
The nine old

It is probably right, for certain 
forma and ceremonies are necessary, and 
the dignity of the Court must bo main­ 
tained, 


HOW TO 
SPLIT A SHEET CF 
PAPER, 


It is one of the most remarkable prop­ 
erties of that wonderful product, paper, 
that it can be split into two or even three 
parts, however thin the Bbeet. 
W e have 
seen a leaf of the Illustrated Heirs thus di­ 
vided into three parte, or three thin leaves. 
Cue consisted of the surface on which the 
engravings are printed ; another was the 
side containing the letter press, an! a per­ 
fectly blank piece on each side was the pa­ 
per that lay between. 
Many people who 
have not seen this done might think it im­ 
possible ; yet it is not only possiole, bat 
extremely easy, as we shall show. 
Get a 
piece of plate ulass aud place on it a sheet 
of paper ; then iet the latter be thoroughly 
soaked. 
W ith czre and a little dexterity 
the sheet can be split by the iop_ surface 
being removed. 
But the best plan is to 
paste a piece of cloth or strong paper to 
each side of the sheet to b-r split. W hen dry, 
violently and without hesitation pullthe two 
pieces asunder, when part of the sheet will 
be found to bave adhered to one and part 
to the other. 
Soften the paste in water 
and the pieces can be easily lemoved from 
the cloth. The process is generally demon­ 
strated as a matter of curiosity, yet it can 
be utilized in various ways. 
If we want to 
paste in a scrap-book a newspaper article 
printed on both sides of the paper, and 
possess only one copy, it is very convenient 
to know how to detach the one side from 
the other. 
The paper, when split, as may 
he imagined, is more transparent than it 
was before being subjected to the opera­ 
tion, and the printing ink is somewhat 
duller ; otherwise the two pieces present 
the appearance of the original if again 
brought together. 
Some time ago the in­ 
formation of how to do tlii* splitting was 
advertised to be sold for a considerable 
sum. 
W e now impart it to all our readers 
gratuitously. —[Britishand Colonial Printer 
and Stationer.

Through their recommend 
Gen the Hoar amendment to the Edmunds 
law was passed, and power to appoint was 
conferred upon the Governor, 
iu October 
last the Governor made his appointments, 
and the Mormons resisted.

Germany has never till recently had 
either literary or political capital. 
The 
política! center of the oid empire was al­ 
ways 
where 
the 
reigning 
Eumeror, 
its political head, fixed his abode. 
The 
literary center has ever been where the 
chief representative of German literature 
lived. 
The unconquerable love of roaming 
which at the time of the migrations of the 
barbarians drove tbe Teutonic races from 
the ice fields of the North, and the steppes 
of the East, southward and westward, and 
leads German artisans from town to town, 
and German students and professors from 
university to university, has brought about 
this result among ethers, that tbe political 
center of gravity—and the literary, too— 
has in the course of history changed its 
position countless times. 
Cities cf the 
second and third rank, like Goslar, Worms 
and Ratisbon, have been for a 
time 
raised 
to 
the 
dignity 
of 
politi­ 
cal capitals 
by 
the 
temporary set­ 
tlement of 
the Emperor and empire 
within their walla. 
About the middle of 
the last century Leipzig was tbe " little 
Paris,” where Master Gottsched resided ; 
at the close of it the country town of Wei­ 
mar, where Goethe lived, and the learned 
village of Jena, where Schiller had settled, 
were Germany’s literary capitals. 
The old 
imperial city of 
Vienna was after the 
treaty* of W estphalia only in name the seat 
of the empire, and it had never been even 
nominally its literary head. 
The new im­ 
perial city of Berlin, which since the war 
of 1870 has been the real center of Ger­ 
many’s political life, is on the way to be­ 
come also the permanent center of its 
literary activity. 
As in the old German 
story not the lion, but the bsar, is the king 
of the. besets, so Berlin, that displays the 
bear on its shield, from being the humble 
town built on pileB at the side of the Spree, 
where, down to the end of the seventeenth 
century, the courtiers went to court on 
stilts to avoid the uiire, has in a little over 
150 years grown to be the queen of cities.

Deafness is one of the most severe afflictions in­ 


cident to m ankind. 
In proportion to its intensity, 


it disqualifies alike for the duties and enjoyments of 


life, renders converse with others tedious and almost 


painful, and to the naturally intelligent is oft n 


more grievous than the deprivation of sight. 
And 


yet in the m ajority of casts cf confirmed deafness 


the difficulty is often attributable to a culpable habit 


of neglect in making application for relief during 


tbe earlier stages of the aural complaint. 
Only in 


rare inetances is the hearing lost suddenly; in most 


cases the approach of dcafm ss is extrem ely in­ 


sidious; indeed, the faculty of hearing is lo*t so 


imperceptibly th at the tim e can scar, ely ever be 


fived when the difficulty firec commenced, nor can 


any increase be noticed except at long intervals of 


time. 


PR«i«;EE.S3 o f d e a fn e ss. 


Deafness varios in degree from the non-apprecia­ 


tion of faint and low sounds to the tDtal lore of 


hearing. 
During the incipient stages of deafness 


the patient usually hears well enough when listening 


or while paying close attention, bu t is quite hard of 


hearing when not expecti ag to be addressed. Under 


these circumstances the person so afflicted often 


appears hecdle?3 and inattentive, until the impaired 


condition of the hearing power becomes more 


noticeable and explains the difficulty. 
As the com­ 


plaint progresses, we find th at the patient experi­ 


ences more and more difficulty to hear readily, even 


while paying close attention, when two or more are 


talking, or when the conversation is carried on in a 


low tone of voice, eBpecially if the articu’ation oi 


those with whom they converse is not sufficiently 


distinct. 
In such cases, they hear the sound of the 


voice, but fail to catch the words, and hence they 


continually complain of persons “ talking way down 


the throat.” In this almost imperceptibly slow and 


gradual m anner hearing becomes more and more 


clouded and indistinct, until it is entirely lost or 


very seriously impaired. 


During the incipient stages of dcafnes3, a delusive 


feeling of cl sure or obstruction is often experienced 


in the ears, which the patient endeavors to remove 


by shaking the head, digging into the ears with ear 


spoons and other dangerous contrivances, or bj* a 


persistent course cf syringlrg, a procccairg often 


attended by most injurious results. 


A B ^ R M U HEADING. 


During the progress of deafness sounds often pro­ 


duce a variety of morbid sensations. 
Musical tones 


may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 


sharp soffnds are painful and distressing. 
The voice 


often appears hollow and reverberating, or extrem ely 


disagreeable. 
In some cases hearing seems best 


amid noisy and clattering sounds, as in mills, for in­ 


stance, or when riding in a stage or railway car. 


The case of a lady is recorded who couU only hear 


while her servant was beating a drum , and another 


where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 


leather on his lap stone. 


DEA F.V F8S B Y Ü PÍ.L L «. 


With some the hearing at first suffers only by 


spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 


or while blowing the nose. 
In Euch cas?:s the hear­ 


ing is often spontaneously restored with a snapping 


souud or a loud startling report, or returns in a 


measure after the cold has passed off. 
These spells 


of deafness, however, usually occur more and moro 


often, and aet longer, until a t length perm anent 


deafness supervenes. 


DEAFNESS IN ONE YAK. 


Occasionally we fiad th at only one ear is attacked, 


and when this is the case, no difficulty is experienced 


in hearing conversation readily, except ou the deaf 


sido, bu t the power ia lost to know the direction of 


tbe sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 


affected could not tell which way the sound came 


from. 
In the m ajority of cases the other ear be­ 


comes affected in time, and what was before merely 


a serious inconvenience becomes then an actual 


misfortune. 
For the benefit of its fellow, the dis­ 


eased ear, in all such cases, should be rcstoied to a 


condition of health even if its hearing couU not be 


benefited. 


N3IHE3 IN TOE 1Ü2AD. 


Noises iu the head are sometimes the first and 


only indication of a morbid condition of the ear. 


They may resemble the escape of steam , the ringing 


of bells, the beating of the heart, the humming of 


insects, the rattling of m achinery, the roar of the 


surf, the siuging of the teakettle, and in fact every 


imaginable sound. 
Often two distinct noises are 


perceived sim ultaneously, or one noise continues 


whi e the other appears at intervals. There is often 


& throbbing beating or -pumping sound, w ith or 


after unusual exercise or excitem ent, or after meals. 


Noises in the head im pair the functions of the brain, 


and exercise a moat depressing m ental and moral 


influence upon the patient, sufficiently so as to lead 


sometimes to suicide. The m ental distress and to rt­ 


ure which they occasion are often so great fcba: 


many a patient is far more anxious to have the 


noises removed than the hearing restored, if only 


one thing ox the other could be accomplished. 


D E A IN E r* IN CH ILDHOOD. 


In m anr cases of deafness that present themselves 


for treatm ent, tbe loss (f heariig can bo c'.carly 


traced to some trifling aural complaint, which ocm 


menc-d duriug infancy or childhood, and was 


allowed to ruu unchecked and unattended. 
Usually 


there are no visible S} m pt »^s den 'ticg a diseased 


cuaditicn of tbe car. The child merely suffers from 


a slight but growing inc istinctcess of hearing, which 


areuines the appaar.ance «.f absent-m indedness, care­ 


lessness, stupidity or iuattention, for which persist­ 


ent punishm ent is often inflicted, when the fault is 


entirely due to defective hearing. 
Af soon there­ 


fore as the slightest dcubt exists in reference to a 


child's ability to hear, m edietl adrice should l»e 


obtained, in order to have a thorough exon inatiou. 


Many cases, bv proper and timely ti$atr>«eut, are 


susceptible ef complete rd k f , which, if neglected, 


become hopelessly incurable. 


DIKHIJUSES m u t t THE YAK. 


Discharges from the ear result from * mo inflam­ 


m atory process of tbe ear p rnlucul b» scarlet fever, 


small pox, diphtheria, measles, cold or it her cause, 


and varies in different cases nr.d in ti e sxnie case at 


different times. 
Usually it is a thick, puruent, 


greenish-yellow m atter, occasions ;v «uroaKd with 


blocd. 
At times it is of a vascid and ropy nature, 


and agaiu it may rrseuible u eited cheese in a p e a r ­ 


an ce and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coats the lining of the 


auditory canal, whilst in others it is so copious as to 


pour from the ear, excoriating the Burrouoding 


tissue, which then prcse ite a raw and inf! *med ap­ 


pearance. 


The discharge is always characterized by a fetid 


odor, bu t in some cases it is bo offensive as to be al­ 


most unbearable. 
Discharge from the e ir is dan­ 


gerous lo th to the hearing cud the general system. 


In some c¿ses it occasions total deafu: 9¿, whilst in 


aii the hearing suffers to a more or less extent, none 


escaping w ithout some notable injury to the hear­ 


ing power. 
Aside from its effects on hearing, the 


disease is apt to give ri¿e to Neuralgia, Epilepsy, 


St. Vitus Dance, facial Paralysis, and other nervous 


disturbances—results scarcely t-o be wondered at 


when we consider the close proxim ity of the diseased 


aural cavity to the great nerve-center- th e brain— 


to which the iLflarnruarioi or ulceration m ight be 


communicated with fatal consequences. 
A id yet 


some parsons arc content to go through life with 


this filthy, loathsome and dangerous disease about 


them , others endeavor to conceal this affection, and 


others sgain are diterred from taking proper advice 


hy tbe ridiculous fear th at the healing of the dis­ 


charge m ight be injurious to their health, when just 


the contrary is iavariably the case. 


A F E W NYORDS o r ADYICF. 


Those who value their hesriug should seek com­ 


petent medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 


of a diseased condition of the ear, or the least defect 


in hearing. 
To do otherwise is to jeopardize one of 


the most valuable of our senses. 


Many pcre m s neglect th e diseased state of their 


ears in the hope th at tho difficulty may get well of 


itself or would be outgrown. 
No hope has ever 


proved more fallacious 
It is the experience of all 


aurists of repute th at diseases of the ear txe not 


benefited by nature or tim e, bu t that, on the con­ 


trary, they oecome more and more developed 


and confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 


We cannot, ther.-fore, too strong’y condemn the 


practice of those physicians who, through ignorance 


or carelessness, endeav -r to inspire confidence in 


the healing process of n vturc, by advising patients 


to let disease of the ear alone. 
In our experience 


we have had repeated dem onstrations of the fact 


th at such advice ia nothing short of malpractice, 


and deserving of the severest censure ; for dis­ 


eases of tho ear are not only destructive to 


hearing, they also form a center for the develop­ 


m ent of a variety of morbid 'states of other im 


portant organs, more especially the brain and nerv­ 


ous system. A late num ber of th e Philadelphia 


Medical and Surffieal Reporter, one of the best 


medical journals of tbe country, echoes the opinion 


of the best informed aural surgtons of tho day by 


stating that 14 it is a growingly recognized fact, th a t ¡ 


such serious diseases as pyaemia, ab«ceas iu the 


brain, some obscure forms of so called rheum atic 


fever, and many others—for tho most part rapidly 


fatal disorders—derive their starting point in the 


ear.” 


In tbeir earlier stages, diseases of the ear yield 


readily to skillful medical attendance, and even iu 


cases of long stauding, and where the hearing is 


seriously impaired, an entire cure can often be 


effected by appropriate means. 
Beeirable results, 


however, can only be expected from tha attendance 


of a physician who has n u d e himself fam iliar with 


the subject by special study, and w’ho has acquired 


sufficient practical experience to gain a m astery over 


aural diseases. Medical science cannot be held re 


sponsible for the frcqueut failures or possible injury 


resulting from treatm ent when adm inistered by in­ 


com petent or inexperienced hands. 


In conclusion, let me say th at every case of deaf- 


uess, no m atter how unfavorable it may appear, 


should at least be ¿ubm iltcd to a thorough exam ­ 


ination, and sometimes to treatm ent for a reason­ 


able length of tim e before hope is abandoned. 


Many cases in which hearing 
cannot be fully 


restored, can be m aterially benefited, and in some 


cveu the arrest of the ever increasing loss of hearing 


proves an inestimable blessing. 
No case of ueafuecs 


should be abandoned as utterly hopeless unless so 


pronouuccd by an auris? of acknowledged skill and 


ability.
